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REPORT. 


Norr,—The population estimates used in this Report are based on the Census taken on the 
2nd April of this year, and on the rate of increase found in the decennial period between 
that and the previous Census. These estimates are subject to revision at a later date. 
All rates for previous quarters have been re-calculated on revised estimates. 


During the quarter ending 3lst March 1911 there were registered in Scotland 
the births of 30,710 living children, the deaths of 19,843 persons, and 6758 
marriages. Compared with the returns of the previous quarter, the births 
are 1005 more, the deaths 2127 more, but the marriages are 888 fewer. 
Compared with the returns of the corresponding quarter of the previous year, 
the births are 288 more, but the deaths are 762 fewer, and the marriages 559 
fewer. Compared with the average number of births, deaths, and marriages 
registered during the first quarter of the previous ten years, the averages being 
corrected to allow for the increase of the estimated population, the births are 
2467 fewer, the deaths 2583 fewer, and the marriages 773 fewer.

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BIRTHS. 


Births registered in Scotland during the quarter numbered 30,710, and for 
that number the equivalent birth-rate is 26°1 per thousand of the estimated 
N,—1650—5/1911.—Wt. 120/11. Group II, Sch. C, 
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population, a rate which is 1:2 more than that of the previous quarter, is the 
same as that of the corresponding quarter of the previous year, but is 2°] less 
than the mean of the birth-rates of the first quarter of the previous ten years. 
It is lower than the birth-rate of the first quarter of all years with the exception 
of that of 1910. | 

In the groups of registration districts the birth-rate of the quarter ranged from 
28°1 in the Large Town Districts, to 18°0 in the Insular-Rural Districts. In 
the Principal Town Districts it was 27:4, in the Small Town Districts 26:0, 
and in the Mainland-Rural Districts 23:2. Compared with the corresponding 
birth-rates of the first quarter of the previous year, that of the Principal Town 
Districts is the same, of the Large Town Districts 1:3 more, of the Small Town 
Districts 0'1 less, of the Mainland-Rural Districts 0°2 less, of the Insular-Rural 
Districts 0°9 less. | |

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In the Divisions of the Counties the birth-rate of the quarter ranged: from 
29°2 in the South-Western, to 18°5 in the North-Western. In the West- 
Midland it was 25-7, in the North-Eastern 25:1, in the East-Midland 24:4, 
in the South-Eastern 24:2, in the Southern 20°6, and in the Northern 19-2. 

The birth-rate of the quarter in the principal towns, those towns which at 
the time of the 1901 Census had a population of more than 30,000, ranged 
from 35:7 in Motherwell, 34:7 in Hamilton, 34:2 in Coatbridge, and 32°7 in 
Greenock, to 21:1 in Perth, 21-3 in Edinburgh, 23:0 in Kilmarnock, and 25°3 
in Kirkealdy. In Leith it was 29°5, in Govan 29-2, in Glasgow 29-0, in 
Dundee 26:8, in Partick 26-2, in Paisley 26:2, and in Aberdeen 25:9. 

Of the 30,710 children whose births were registered during the quarter, 2233, 
or 7°3 per cent., were illegitimate. The illegitimate children are 171 more than 
in the previous quarter, and 79 more than in the corresponding quarter of last 
year. The illegitimate rate is 0°4 more than in the previous quarter, and 
0-2 more than in the corresponding quarter of last year. The illegitimate rate 
in the groups of registration districts varied between 9°9 in the Mainland-Rural 
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Districts, and 5°4 in the Large Town Districts. In the Principal Town Districts 
it was 7°3, in the Small Town Districts 6°3, and in the Insular-Rural Districts 
60. In the Divisions of the Counties the rate ranged from 14°4 in the North- 
Eastern, and 12°6 in the Southern, to 4°8 in the West-Midland. In the Northern 
it was 9°6, in the North-Western 7°9, in the East-Midland 6°9, in the South- 
Hastern 6°7, and in the South-Western 6:1. 

In the Counties the illegitimate rate of the quarter ranged from 18:0 in 
Elgin, 16°8 in Wigtown, 14°8 in Aberdeen, and 14°7 in Nairn, to 3°4 in 
Linlithgow, 3°9 in Dumbarton, 4°4 in Ross and Cromarty, and 4°7 in Fife. 
In twelve counties this rate exceeded 10 per cent., in fifteen it was between 
5 and 10 per cent., and in six counties it was less than 5 per cent. 

Of the living children whose births were registered during the quarter, 
15,720 were male and 14,990 female; the ratio of male to female children was 
thus 104°9 to 100. 

The average number of births registered daily in January was 335, in February 
332, and in March 357. 


DEATHS. 


Deaths registered during the quarter numbered 19,843. The equivalent 
annual death-rate is 16°9 per thousand of the estimated aggregate population, a 
rate which is 2:1 above that of the previous quarter, but 0°8 below that of the 
corresponding quarter of last year, and. 2°2 less than the mean of the death-rates 
of the previous ten years. It is the lowest first-quarterly death-rate of Scotland 
recorded in these Reports. 

The death-rate of the quarter in the groups of registration districts ranged 
from 18°1 in the Principal Town Districts to 15°5 in the Insular-Rural Districts. 
In the Large Town Districts it was 16°9, in the Small Town Districts 15:7, and 
in the Mainland-Rural Districts 15°6. Compared with the corresponding death- 
rate of last year, that of the Principal Town Districts is 0°5 less, of the Large 
Town Districts 0°6 less, of the Small Town Districts 0°7 less, of the Mainland- 
Rural Districts 1:3 less, and of the Insular-Rural Districts 2°3 less. 

In the Divisions of the Counties the death-rate of the quarter ranged from 
18°0 in the Northern to 15:6 in the North-Eastern. In the South-Western it 
was 17°4, in the North-Western 17°3, in the East-Midland 17°3, in the South- 
Hastern 16°4, in the West-Midland 15:8, and in the Southern 15°8. 

In the Principal Towns the death-rate of the quarter ranged from 21:7 in 
Dundee, 19°8 in Glasgow, and 19°3 in Greenock, to 13°1 in Kilmarnock, ‘and 
13-8 in Govan and in Partick. In Leith it was 18°1, in Perth 18:1, in Edin- 
burgh 17-6, in Paisley 17:0, in Hamilton 16°3, in Coatbridge 16°2, in Aberdeen 
15:7, in Motherwell 14°9, and in Kirkcaldy 14°3. 

Of the total deaths registered during the quarter, 9856 were of males, and 
9987 of females, the ratio of male to female deaths being 100 to 101°3. 

The average number of deaths registered daily in January was 206, in 
February 239, and in March 218. 
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MARRIAGES. 


tered during the quarter numbered 6758, and for that number 


the equivalent annual marriage-rate is 5°8 per thousand. This rate is 0°6 below > 
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that of the previous quarter, and 0°5 below that of the corresponding quarter . 
of last year, and 0°6 less than the mean of the marriage-rates of the first quarter 
of the previous ten years. It is the lowest marriage-rate yet recorded for any 
first quarter. 

In the Groups of Registration Districts the marriage-rate of the quarter ranged 
from 7'l in the Principal Town Districts, to 3-7 in the Mainland-Rural Districts. 
In the Large Town Districts it was 5°5, in the Small Town Districts 5:2, and in 
the Insular-Rural Districts 4°6. 

In the Divisions of the Counties the marriage-rate of the quarter ranged from 
6°6 in the South-Western to 4°5 in the North-Eastern. In the South-Eastern 
it was 5°6, in the East-Midland 5:5, in the Northern 5:4, in the West-Midland 
4:7, in the North-Western £-6, and in the Southern 4:6. 

In the Principal Towns this rate ranged from 8°4 in Glasgow, 82 in Paisley, 
and 7°7 in Greenock and in Perth, to 4°5 in Motherwell, 4°9 in Leith, and 50 in 
Govan and in Partick. In Edinburgh it was 6°8, in Dundee 6°6, in Aberdeen 
6:2, in Coatbridge 5:9, in Kirkcaldy 5:8, in Kilmarnock 5:5, and in Hamilton 5-4. 

The average number of marriages registered daily in January was 106, in 
February 62, and in March 56. |

CAUSES OF DEATH IN EIGHT OF THE PRINCIPAL TOWNS. 


As nearly 36 per cent. of the population of Scotland live in eight of the 
principal towns, viz., Glasgow, Edinburgh, Dundee, Aberdeen, Paisley, Leith, 
Greenock, and Herth it may be assumed that the causes of death found to be 
prevalent in them during the quarter are a fairly good indication of the causes 
of death prevalent generally throughout Scotland during the period. Details 
of the causes of death in the remainder of Scotland are not yet available. 

The estimated population of these eight towns is 1,710,291. Births registered 
in them during the quarter numbered 11,340, deaths 7965, and marriages 
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3164. The quarterly birth-rate was 26:9, the death-rate 18-9, and the marriage- 
rate 7°5; the death-rate is 2°6 more than that of the previous quarter, but 
0-2 less than that of the corresponding quarter of the previous year. 

Deaths registered in the eight towns from small-pox, measles, scarlet fever, 
whooping-cough, diphtheria, and enteric fever, numbered 603, They are 188 more 
than were registered in the previous quarter, but 288 fewer than were registered 
in the corresponding quarter of last year. Of these deaths 160 were registered in 
January, 235 in February, and 208 in March. The equivalent annual death-rate 
from these causes is 143 per 100,000, the January rate being 110, the February 
rate 179, and the March rate 143. The quarterly rate is 46 above that of the 
previous quarter, but 69 below that of the corresponding quarter of last year. 
These 603 deaths include 39 from measles, 61 from scarlet fever, 379 from 
whooping-cough, 100 from diphtheria, and 24 from enteric fever. Compared 
with the returns of the previous quarter, deaths from measles are 22 more, from 
scarlet fever 15 fewer, from whooping-cough 263 more, from diphtheria 68 fewer, 
and from enteric fever 3 fewer. The quarterly death-rate in the eight towns 
combined from measles was 9 per 100,000, from scarlet fever 14, from whooping- 
cough 90, from diphtheria 24, and from enteric fever 6. Of the 39 deaths from 
measles 12 were registered in Glasgow, 25 in Edinburgh, 1 in Leith, and 1 in 
Perth. Of the 61 deaths from scarlet fever 29 were registered in Glasgow, 
10 in Edinburgh, 7 in Dundee, 1 in Aberdeen, 4 in Paisley, 1 in Leith, 7 in 
Greenock, and 2 in Perth. Of the 379 cases of whooping-cough there were 212 
in Glasgow, 28 in Edinburgh, 45 in Dundee, 7 in Aberdeen, 20 in Paisley, 58 in 
Leith, 7 in Greenock, and 2 in Perth. Of the 100 deaths from diphtheria there 
were in Glasgow 45, Edinburgh 23, Dundee 7, Aberdeen 5, Paisley 4, Leith 8, 
Greenock 1, and Perth 7. Of the 24 deaths from enteric fever 18 were in 
Glasgow, 1 in Edinburgh, 1 in Dundee, 1 in Paisley, 2 in Leith, and 1 in 
Greenock. 

Three deaths from typhus fever were registered during the quarter, all of 
them in Glasgow. Deaths from cerebre-spinal meningitis numbered 17, of which 
16 were registered in Glasgow, and | in Aberdeen. 

Deaths from diarrhcea numbered 166, and are equal-to an annual death-rate 
of 39 per 100,000. This death-rate in January was 45, in February 38, and in 
March 34. Of these 166 deaths, 124 were of children of under two years of age, 
while 42 were of persons of over two years of age. Deaths ascribed to tuberculous 
disease numbered 936; they are 169 more than in the previous quarter, and 44 
more than in the corresponding quarter of last year. The equivalent annual 
death-rate from this cause is 222 per 100,000, a rate which is 44 above that 
of the previous quarter, and 10 above that of the corresponding quarter of last 
year. In January this rate was 203, in February 230, and in March 234. 

The above deaths from tuberculous disease include 597 from phthisis, the 
death-rate from that disease being 142 per 100,000, which is 23 more than in the 
previous quarter and 6 more than in the corresponding quarter of last year. In 
January it was 120, in February 155, and in March 152. 

Deaths from malignant disease registered during the quarter numbered 525; 
they are 10 fewer than in the previous quarter, and 18 fewer than in the 
corresponding quarter of last year. The death-rate from this cause amounted 
to 125 per 100,000, which is 1 above that of the previous quarter, but 4 below 
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that of the corresponding quarter of last year. This death-rate in January 
was 121, in February 127, and in March 126, 

Deaths from pneumonia numbered 897; they are 139 more than in the 
previous quarter, and 28 more than in the corresponding quarter of last year. 
The death-rate from this cause amounted to 213 per 100,000, which is 37 more 
than in the previous quarter, and 6 more than in the corresponding quarter of 
last year. 

Deaths from bronchitis numbered 720. They are 111 more than in the 
previous quarter, and 79 more than in the corresponding quarter of last year. 
The death-rate from this cause is 171 per 100,000, which is 29 above that of the 
previous quarter, and 19 above that of the corresponding quarter of last year. 

Deaths from diseases and accidents of pregnancy and childbirth numbered 
73; they are 11 more than in the previous quarter, and the same number more 
than in the corresponding quarter of last year. 

Deaths of children of less than one year old numbered 1440. Births 
registered during the quarter numbered 11,340, and thus the infantile mortality- 
rate amounted to 127 per thousand births, which rate is 1 above that of the 
previous quarter, but 8 below that of the corresponding quarter of last year. 
The infantile mortality-rate of the quarter ranged from 177 in Dundee, and 
143 in Leith, to 84 in Greenock. In Glasgow it was 130, in Perth 118, in 
Aberdeen 116, and in Edinburgh and in Paisley 108. 

Deaths of children of less than five years old numbered 2405, and constituted 
30°2 per cent. of the total deaths of the quarter. Deaths of persons of over 
sixty-five numbered 1932, and constituted 24°3 per cent. of the total deaths of 
the quarter. The former are 271 more than in the previous quarter, but 322 
fewer than in the corresponding quarter of last year. 

Deaths from violence in the eight towns numbered 291; they are 33 more 
than in the previous quarter, and 13 more than in the corresponding quarter 
of last year. 


WEATHER. 


The Meteorological Returns which appear in the Registrar-General’s Monthly 
Reports, and which refer more particularly to observations made in the eight 
Principal Towns enumerated above, show that Janwary was characterised by an 


extremely high mean pressure; a high mean temperature, with a normal mean. 


daily range; a low mean rainfall; and an excess of westerly winds. February 
was characterised by a rather high mean pressure; a rather- high mean 
temperature, with a high mean daily range; a high mean rainfall; and a large 
excess of South-westerly winds. March was characterised by a high mean 
pressure ; a fractionally high mean temperature, with a low mean daily range ; 
a low mean rainfall; and a large excess of North-easterly and Easterly winds. 
Observations made throughout Scotland show that the mean height of the 
barometric column, reduced to sea-level and 32° Fahr., was 30°167 inches in 
January, 29°927 inches in February, and 29°973 inches in March. The mean 
temperature for the quarter was 39°*4, being 0°'8 above the average mean tempera- 
ture for the corresponding quarter of the last ten years. The mean temperature 
in January was 39°°6, in February 39°:0, and in March 39°°7. The absolutely 
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highest temperature recorded in January was 56°, in February 59°, and in 
March 58°. The absolutely lowest temperature recorded in January was 16’, 
in February 11°, and in March 16°. The mean number of days on which 
rain fell was 16 in January, 17 in February, and 16 in March. The mean 


amount collected was 2°63 inches in January, 4°67 inches in February, and 1:90 
inch in March.

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REPORT ONSTHE WEATHER OVER SCOTLAND DURING THE 
UARTER ENDING 31st MARCH 1911. 


By A. Wart, M.A., F.R.S.E., under the Direction of the Council of the Scottish 
Meteorological Society. 


Tue Report is based on observations made, morning and evening, at Stations of the 
Scottish Meteorological Society, and at some additional stations whose returns are 
included by the courtesy of the Meteorological Office. The total number of contributing 
stations is 75. For list of Observers, see page 64. 


SUMMARY OF OBSERVATIONS. 


In Table I., the means for the various elements are the arithmetical means of the 
values at all the contributing stations, That for rainfall does not represent the whole 
country in a quite satisfactory manner, as stations are more numerous in dry districts 
than in wet districts: the figures, however, are fairly comparable with the corresponding 
figures given for former years. 

Table II. refers to eight of the principal towns only (v. page 6), and is extracted from 
the Monthly Reports already published by the Registrar General for Scotland.

March 1911—Mean Barometric Pressure, 29°973 inches ; greater than the average by 
Mean Temperature, 39°°7 ; greater by 0°:1. [0-164 inch.

Rain, Number of Days, 16; being the average. 
Rain, Depth in Inches, 1-90 ; less by 1°01 inch. 
Wind, Direction of : an 8 days’ excess of winds from N.E. and E. 

January 1911.—Hence the month of January 1911 was characterised by an 
extremely high mean pressure; a high mean temperature, with a normal mean daily 
range ; a low mean rainfall; and a slight excess of Westerly winds. 

The mean pressure of 30°167 ins., or 0°364 in. above the normal, was as much as 
six-tenths of an inch above that for the preceding month, and has been exceeded in 
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January during the last 50 years only in 1880 and 1896. There was a considerable 
fall of the barometer from 5th to 6th, and a rapid fall of about 1 in. from 10th to 11th, 
followed by almost as rapid a recovery. Except at these dates pressure was almost 
continuously high, at Leith always above 30 ins. with readings exceeding 30°5 ins. from 
17th to 19th and on 30th and 31st. The sea-level extremes there were 30°693 ins. on 
the evening of 31st and 29°284 ins. on the morning of 6th. 

The mean temperature was 39°°6, or 2°°3 above the normal, the excess being well- 
defined in all districts and equally well marked by day and by night. During the first 
two weeks conditions differed little from the normal, though there was a touch of cold 
about 4th, when several districts reported their lowest readings for the month ; but 
during the third week, and still more so during the fourth, extremely mild weather was 
experienced. Temperature fell rapidly on 31st, with minima for the month at most 
stations on that day. As compared with former years, January 1906 was at least as 
mild, and January 1898 very much milder with a mean temperature of 42°°9. Highest 
readings occurred about 18th, or, more generally, on 25th or 26th. The actual extremes 
were 56° at Tillypronie on 18th, and 16° at Balmoral on 4th and at West Linton on 31st. 

The mean rainfall was 2°63 ins., or 32 per cent. below the normal. A few 
scattered stations in West and North had about their average amounts, but there was 
as a rule a large deficiency, and several Eastern districts had considerably less than half 
their normal January rainfalls. At Perth the aggregate was as low as 0°49 in., or less 
than one-fifth of the normal, whilst Fortrose, Dundee, Edinburgh and other stations 
had less than lin. It may be noted, however, that within the area of greatest deficiency 
slightly lower rainfalls were recorded in 1907, 1906, and 1905, but at Nairn the month 
was the driest January since 1889. Many Eastern stations entirely escaped falls of any 
importance, whilst, roughly speaking, heavy falls occurred in West on 5th; in North- 
West, West and South on 10th ; and in North-West and West on 24th and 25th. On 
10th, Greenock recorded as much as 2°34 ins., and several stations more than 1 in. ; on 
24th, Glencarron, Fort William and Lochbuie more than 1 in. ; and on 25th, Greenock 
fully 1 in. Except around those dates falls were as a rule unimportant, and in most 
districts there were many rainless days. 

A violent Westerly gale was general from 10th to 12th with heavy falls of rain, 
sleet, and snow. Eastern and Northern coasts reported gales and strong winds about 
1st, 5th and 15th. Thunderstorms at Dunrobin and Glencarron on 10th, and in Orkney 
on 9th and 15th. Sunshine amounts differed but little from the normal. Hardly any 
fog occurred except, at times, in the Firth of Forth. Auroras observed at Baltasound 
on 3rd, 4th, 22nd, 23rd, 24th, 25th, 27th, 31st, and elsewhere in the North on some of 
these dates or on 2nd or 8th. 

February 1911.—Hence the month of February 1911 was characterised by a 
rather high mean pressure ; a slightly high mean temperature, with a rather large mean 
daily range ; a high mean rainfall ; and a large excess of South-Westerly winds. 

The mean pressure was 29°927 ins., or 0‘081 in. above the normal. The high 
pressure conditions for which January had been remarkable continued almost unbroken 
until 15th, and at Leith the barometer stood continuously above 30°5 ins, from Ist to 8th. 
From 16th onwards fluctuations were rapid and considerable with some very low 
readings,—as low as 28°29 ins. at Sumburgh Head on 28rd. The range for the month 
was larger than any hitherto recorded—more than 2 ins. in all districts,—the extreme 
readings at Leith at sea-level being 30°812 ins. on Ist, and 28°664 ins. on 23rd. 

The mean temperature was 39°°0, or 0°:8 above the normal, the days being 1°'4 and 
the nights 0°'2 above their respective averages. Temperature variations agreed closely 
with the two well-defined and contrasted periods of pressure conditions just noted, and 
moderate to rather low temperatures during the first half of the month were more than 
balanced by very mild weather during the latter half. The opening days were 
decidedly cold, and in most districts the first week was from 6° to 8° or more colder 
than the third. Highest readings occurred between 16th and 22nd, the absolute 
maximum being 59°—at Crathes on 16th, at Dalkeith on 18th, and at Greenock on 22nd. 
The lowest reading in screen was 11° at Balmoral on 2nd and 11th, and the exposed 
thermometer fell to 8° at that place on both these days. 

The mean rainfall was 4°67 ins., or 52 per cent. above the normal. There was a 
striking contrast between conditions in the East and elsewhere. In the Eastern 
counties there was in general a deficiency, though in Midlothian a slight excess, with 
aggregates at Crathes and Montrose of less than 1 in.; whilst in- Western districts 
there was a very large excess, Poltalloch, Inveraray, Helensburgh, Rothesay and Paisley 
having more than twice their average amounts, In South and North also rainfall was, 
as a rule, above the normal, Nairn having double its average. Glenquoich had more 
than 18 ins., and Glencarron and Fort William more than 12 ins. Within the 
relatively wettest area, however, the month was in general less wet than February 1903, 
though at Poltalloch it was wetter than any February in a record going back to 1866. 
The first 8 days or so were practically rainless, and almost the entire rainfall of the 
month was registered between 12th and 25th. During this period some very heavy 
falls occurred in North-West and West. On 12th, 15th and 16th more than 1 in. fell 
at North-Western stations, whilst on 17th a severe rainstorm affected a wide area, 
Glenquoich, Stronvar, Buchlyvie, Helensburgh and Greenock reporting more than 
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2 ins., and many stations between 1 and 2 ins, There were again heavy falls on 21st 
and 22nd, Greenock and Fort William having more than 1 in. on each of those days, 
and Glenquoich more than 3 ins. on 21st and more than 2 ins. on 22nd. At Glen- 
quoich about 7 ins. of rain fell between 13th and 17th, and nearly 7 ins. between 21st 
and 23rd. By way of contrast, the heaviest fall for the month at Aberdeen and Dundee 
was less than 4 in. 

From 15th onwards South-Westerly winds frequently reached gale force, the 
stormiest periods being 16th to 17th and 22nd to 23rd. The heavy rains of 17th were 
accompanied by destructive flooding in some Western districts. Snow and _ hail 
occurred at times early in the month, though not to any important extent. A thunder- 
storm was somewhat widely experienced on 22nd. Eastern districts were sunnier than 
Western, 87 hrs. at Crathes as compared with 61 at Oban. Dense land fog was experi- 
enced during the first two or three days, and much fog in the Firth of Forth from Ist 
to 12th. Auroras observed in the North between 21st and 28th, at Gordon Castle on 
4 days, and in Orkney and Shetland on 3 days. 

March 1911.—Hence the month of March was characterised by a high mean 
pressure ; an average mean temperature, with a low mean daily range ; a low mean rain- 
fall ; and a very large excess of North-Easterly and Easterly winds. 

The mean pressure was 29°973 ins., or 0°164 in. above the normal. During the 
first. twelve days or so moderate fluctuations of pressure occurred, but thereafter condi- 
tions were unusually stable. At Leith the barometer at sea-level was continuously above 
30 ins. from 18th to 28th, the extremes there being 30°453 ins. on 25th, and 29°499 ins, 
on 12th, giving a range for the month of rather less than 1 in. as compared with more 
than 2 ins. in February. 

The mean temperature of 39°°7 was practically equal to the normal, the days being 
0°°6 below, and the nights 0°°9 above their respective averages. South-Eastern stations 
and some Northern ones had a small deficiency. Early in the month there was on the 
whole a continuance of the mild South-Westerly type of weather which had prevailed 
throughout February ; but from 13th onwards, with winds persistently from East or 
North-East, the day temperatures were much below the normal except in the West 
during the last week or so. The last week was in many districts fully 4° colder than 
the first. At Edinburgh the month was colder than any of the three preceding ones, 
and on no day after 3rd did the thermometer in scieen reach 50°, whilst on several days 
it failed to reach 40°. The absolute maximum of 58° occurred at Loanhead (Logie 
Coldstone) on 2nd, at Fortrose on 12th, and on 30th at Ardtornish on the Sound of Mull 
and at Oban. The minimum was 16° at Leadhills on 7th, the next lowest reading being 
21° at Kingussie on 23rd. 

The mean rainfall was 1°90 ins., or 35 per cent. below the normal. In the hilly 
district of Aberdeenshire, and at Leith and here and there in the South-East, there was 
a trifling excess, but in nearly all districts there was a well-marked shortage amounting 
to 50 per cent. or 60 per cent. at many places in West and South. A very large part of 
the country received only between 1 and 2 ins. ; a number of stations less than 1 in. ; 
and at Cargen (near Dumfries), where the small aggregate of 0°85 in. represented only 
one quarter of the average, a drier March has been experienced during the last fifty 
years only in 1900. Rather heavy falls occurred in many districts on 1st, and moderate 
falls in West and North-West on several days before the 12th. At Aberdeen, however, 
no day before the 12th had as much as one-tenth of an inch, and in North-East and 
South-East the least dry period was from about 14th to 18th. There were everywhere 
many rainless or practically rainless days, and at many Western stations no day after 
the 11th or 12th had as much as one-tenth of an inch, and at Dumfries no day after 3rd. 

Early in the month the South-Westerly winds at times reached gale force, whilst 
during the third week there were several falls of hail and sleet. The prevailing 
Easterly winds were associated with rather cloudy skies on the East Coast, but with 
very sunny weather in the West. Oban had an aggregate of 192 hours, Castlebay 179, 
and Stornoway 172, as compared with 107 hours at Aberdeen and 97 hours at Edinburgh. 
The only station reporting a thunderstorm was Kirkwall—on evening of Ist. Practically 
no fog occurred. Auroras observed at Baltasound on 5th, at Fort William on 21st and 
22nd, and at Fort Augustus on 20th, 28th and 29th. 


Note-—The averages for Temperature and Rainfall referred to in the returns 
for individual stations are for the 40 years 1866-1905, but at the stations whose 
returns are supplied by the Meteorological Office the averages are for the 35 years 
1870-1905. For stations where the actual observations do not cover the entire period 
of 35 or 40 years, the averages have been adjusted by comparison with neighbouring 
stations. The Sunshine averages are, as a rule, for the 25 years 1881-1905, but at 
Edinburgh (Blackford Hill) for the 9 years 1901-1909. 

The amount of cloud is estimated on a scale of 0-10, and a day is reckoned as a 
day of “clear sky” if the average of the estimates at the hours of observation is less than 
2, and as an “ overcast” day if the average is greater than 8. 

The “Height of Station” is that of the cistern of the Barometer above Mean Sea-Level, 
or, where no barometer is in use, the height of the rain-gauge above Mean Sea-Level.

“Tf, at any time, the Births (whether legitimate or illegitimate), 
the Deaths, or the Marriages registered during the Quarter have been 
above or below the average, here state what you consider to be the 
cause, and whether epidemics, such as Measles, Typhus, Cholera, etc., 
have prevailed in the District; or if there is any other fact in the 
character of the Weather, Sanitary or Social Arrangements, Movement 
of the Population; etc., which will account for the circumstance.”

Notr,—The population estimates used in this Report are based on the Census taken on the 
2nd April of this year, and on the rate of increase found in the decennial period between 
that and the previous Census. These estimates are subject to revision ata later date. 
All rates for previous quarters have been re-calculated on revised estimates. 

During the quarter ending 30th June 1911 there were registered in Scotland 
the births of 32,935 living children, the deaths of 18,027 persons, and 8567 
marriages. Compared with the returns of the previous quarter, the births 
are 2225 more, the deaths 1816 fewer, and the marriages 1809 more. 
Compared with the returns of the second, the corresponding quarter, of last year, 
the births are 877 fewer, the deaths 565 fewer, but the marriages 639 more. 
Compared with the average number of births, deaths, and marriages registered 
in the second quarter of the preceding ten years, the averages being adjusted 
to allow for increase of population, the births are 3262 less, the deaths 2056 
less, and the marriages 150 less.

BIRTHS. 


Births registered in Scotland during the quarter numbered 32,935, and for 
that number the equivalent annual birth-rate is 27°7 per thousand of the estimated 
population, a rate which is 1:6 above that of the previous quarter, 0°9 below 
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that of the corresponding quarter of last year, and 2°8 below the mean of the 
birth-rates of the second quarter of the preceding ten years. It is the lowest 
- second quarter Scottish birth-rate yet recorded, the previous lowest being that of 
1910, which was 28°6. 

In the groups of registration districts the birth-rate of the quarter ranged from 
30:1 in the Large Town Districts, to 16°9 in the Insular-Rural Districts. In 
the Principal Town Districts it was 28-8, in the Small Town Districts 28:2, 
and in the Mainland-Rural Districts 24-6. Compared with the birth-rates ‘of 
the second quarter of last year (as revised subsequent to the 1911 Census) the 
Principal Town rate is 11 less, the Large Town rate 0°3 less, the Small Town rate 
0-9 less, and the Mainland-Rural rate 1-1 less, but the Insular-Rural rate 0°8 more.

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In the Divisions of the Counties the birth-rate of the quarter ranged from 
31:1 in the South-Western, to 17°8 in the North-Western. In the West- 
Midland it was 27°5, in the South-Eastern 26°1, in the East-Midland 26-0, 
in the North-Eastern 25:5, in the Southern 23°6, and in the Northern 19°9, 

In the principal towns, the birth-rate of the quarter ranged from’ 39°6 in 
Hamilton, 36°6 in Motherwell, and 35:0 in Coatbridge, to 23°3 in Perth, and 
23-7 in Edinburgh. In Greenock it was 33:4, in Govan 31:9, in Dundee 
29:9, in Glasgow 29°6, in Partick and in Kilmarnock 28°8, in Paisley 27°2, 
in Kirkealdy 27-2, in Aberdeen 26°7, and in Leith 26°7. 

Of the 32,935 living children registered during the quarter, 2232, or 6°8 per 
cent., were illegitimate. These illegitimate births are 1 fewer than in the 
previous quarter, and 7 fewer than in the corresponding quarter of last year. 
The illegitimate rate is 0°5 below that of the previous quarter, but is 0°2 
above that of the second quarter of last year. 

The illegitimate rate in the groups of registration districts ranged from 8:8 
in the Mainland-Rural Districts, to 5°5 in the Large Town Districts. In the 
Principal Town Districts it was 6°8, in the Small Town Districts 6:0, and in the 
Insular-Rural Districts 5:8. In the Divisions of the Counties this rate varied 
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from 12:1 in the North-Eastern, and 10°1 in the Southern, to 4:8 in the West- 
Midland. In the Northern it was 8°8, in the South-Eastern 7-0, in the North- 
Western 6°7, in the East-Midland 6°4, and in the South-Western 5:9. 

In the Counties the illegitimate rate of the quarter varied from 13°8 in 
Caithness, 13°8 in Wigtown, 13:2 in Banff, and 12°7 in Aberdeen, to 3°8 in 
Dumbarton, 4:2 in Orkney, 4:2 in Fife, and 4:3 in Kinross and in Bute. In 
eight counties this rate exceeded 10 per cent., in fifteen it was between 5 
and 10 per cent., in ten it was less than 5 per cent. 

Of the 32,935 children registered, 16,897 were male, and 16,038 female. 
The ratio of male to female children was thus 105-3 to 100. 

The average number of births registered daily in April was 345, in May 380, 
and in June 360. 

The birth-rate of the quarter in England and Wales was 25:0, which is 2°7 
below the Scottish rate. 


DEATHS. 


Destine registered during the a aeriee numbered 18,027, and the equivalent 
annual death-rate is 15:2 per thousand of the estimated population. This rate is 
‘1:7 less than that of the previous quarter, 0°6 less than that of the corresponding 
quarter of last year, and 1-7 less than the mean of the death-rates of the second 
quarter of the preceding ten years. It is the lowest Scottish second-quarterly 
death-rate, the previous lowest being those of 1909 and 1910, both of which 
were 15°8. 

The death-rate of the quarter in the groups of registration districts ranged 
from 16°0 in the Principal Town Districts to 14°4 in the Small Town Districts. 
In the Large Town Districts it was 15:0, in the Insular-Rural Districts 14°7, 
and in the Mainland-Rural Districts 14:5. Compared with the corresponding 
rate of the second quarter of the previous year, that of the Principal Town 
Districts is 0°6 less, of the Large Town Districts 1:4 less, of the Small Town 
Districts 0°1 less, of the Mainland-Rural Districts 0:3 less, and of the Insular- 
Rural Districts 1:0 less. 

In the Divisions of the Counties the death-rate of the quarter ranged from 
15°8 in the South-Western, to 14:0 in the North-Eastern. In the Southern it 
was 15°4, in the North-Western 15:3, in the Northern 15:1, in the South- 
Kastern 15°1, Hast-Midland 14:6, and in the West-Midland 14:5. 

In the Principal Towns the death-rate of the quarter ranged from 20°5 in 
Greenock, 17°8 in Paisley, and 17-3 in Glasgow, to 10°4 in Motherwell, 11:1 in 
Partick, and 11°8 in Kirkcaldy. In Dundee it was 17:1, in Perth 16°8, in 
Edinburgh 16:5, in Coatbridge 14:4, in Kilmarnock 144, in Leith 14:0, in 
Aberdeen 13°4, in Hamilton 13-1, and in Govan 12:0. 

Of the total deaths registered during the quarter, 8972 were of males, and 
9055 of females. The ratio of male to female deaths was thus 100 to 100°9, 

The average number of deaths registered daily in April. was 217,° in 
May 202, and in June 175. 


The death-rate of the quarter in England and Wales was 13°3, which is 1-9 
less than the Scottish rate.

Marriages registered during the quarter numbered 8567, and the e 
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previous quarter, and 0°5 above that of the second quarter of last year, but . 


is O'l less than the mean of the marriage-rates of the second quarter of the 
preceding ten years. 

In the Groups of Registration Districts the marriage-rate of the quarter ranged 
from 9:0 in the Principal Town Districts, to 2°0 in the Insular-Rural Districts. 
In the Large Town Districts it was 6°8, in the Small Town Districts 6:1, and in 
the Mainland-Rural Districts 5:3. Compared with the corresponding rate of the 
second quarter of last year, that of the Principal Town Districts is 0°6 more, of 
the Large Town Districts 0°5 more, of the Small Town Districts 0°5 more, of the 
Mainland-Rural Districts 0:4 more, and that of the Insular-Rural Districts 0:2 less. 

In the Divisions of the Counties the marriage-rate of the quarter ranged from 
8:2 in the South-Western, and South-Eastern, to 3°3 in the North-Western, and 
3°6 in the Northern. In the Southern it was 7°5, in the North-Eastern 6°4, 
in the East-Midland 6°4, and in the West-Midland 5:6. 

The average number of marriages registered daily in April was 87, in May 41, 
and in June 156.

CAUSES OF DEATH IN EIGHT OF THE PRINCIPAL TOWNS. 


As nearly 36 per cent. of the population of Scotland live in eight of the 
principal towns, viz., Glasgow, Edinburgh, Dundee, Aberdeen, Paisley, Leith, 
Greenock, and Perth, it may be assumed that the causes of death found to be 
prevalent in them during the quarter are a fairly good indication of the causes 
of death prevalent generally throughout Scotland during the period. Details 
of the causes of death in the remainder of Scotland are not yet available. 

The estimated aggregate population of the eight towns is 1,710,291. Births 
registered in them during the quarter numbered 11,951, marriages 4071, and 
deaths 7132. The quarterly aggregate birth-rate in them is 28°0, the marriage- 
rate 9°6, and the death-rate 16°7. Compared with the corresponding rate of the 
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previous quarter, the death-rate is 2°2 less, and compared with that of the second 
quarter of last year 0°5 less. 

Deaths registered in the eight towns during the quarter from the principal 
epidemic diseases numbered 745; they are 142 more than in the previous quarter, 
and 3 more than in the corresponding quarter of last year. Of these deaths 254 
were registered in April, 277 in May, and 214 in June. The equivalent annual 
death-rate from these causes for the quarter was 175 per 100,000, for April 181, 
for May 191, and for June 152. The quarterly death-rate from these causes is 
32 above that of the previous quarter, and the same as that of the second 
quarter of last year. Of these 745 deaths, 1 was due to small-pox, it was 
registered in Dundee; 141 to measles; 35 to scarlet fever; 496 to whooping- 
cough ; 58 to diphtheria; and 14 to enteric fever. Compared with the returns 
of the previous quarter, deaths from whooping-cough are 117 more, from measles 
102 more, and from small-pox | more, but those from scarlet fever are 26 fewer, 
from’ diphtheria 42 fewer, and from enteric fever 10 fewer. The quarterly 
death-rate from measles was 33 per 100,000, from scarlet fever 8, from whooping- 
cough 116, from diphtheria 14, and from enteric fever 3. Of the 141 deaths from 
measles 106 were registered in Glasgow, 25 in Edinburgh, 5 in Leith, and 4 in 
Perth. Of the 35 deaths from scarlet fever, 19 were registered in Glasgow, 
7 in Edinburgh, 3 in Paisley, 3 in Greenock, 2 in Dundee, and 1 in Aberdeen. 
Of the 496 deaths from whooping-cough, 294 were registered in Glasgow, 51 in 
Edinburgh, 51 in Paisley, 31 in Dundee, 25 in Aberdeen, 19 in Greenock, 13 in 
Leith, and 12 in Perth. Of the 58 deaths from diphtheria 27 were registered 
in Glasgow, 8 in Edinburgh, 8 in Dundee, 6 in Perth, 5 in Leith, 2 in Aberdeen, 
and 2 in Paisley. Of the 14 deaths from enteric fever 7 were registered 
in Glasgow, 2 in Paisley, 2 in Greenock, and 1 each in Dundee, Aberdeen 
and Perth. 

There were no deaths from typhus fever registered in these towns during 
the quarter. Deaths from cerebro-spinal meningitis numbered 20, of which 
13 were registered in Glasgow, 3 in Edinburgh, 2 in Dundee, and 1 each in 
Aberdeen and Paisley. 

Deaths from diarrhoea numbered 142, and are equal to an annual death-rate 
from these causes of 33 per 100,000. The April death-rate from these causes was 
26, the May death-rate 32, and the June death-rate 42. Of these 142 deaths, 107 
were of children of less than two years old. 

Deaths ascribed to tuberculous disease numbered 978 ; they are 42 more than 
in the previous quarter, but 28 fewer than in the second quarter of last year. 
They are equal to an annual death-rate of 230 per 100,000, which is 8 above 
the rate of the previous quarter, but 7 below that of the second quarter of last 
year. Of these deaths 613 were ascribed to phthisis, a number which is 16 
more than in the previous quarter, but is the same as in the second quarter of 
last year. The death-rate from phthisis was 144 per 100,000, and is 2 above 
that of the previous quarter, but the same as that of the corresponding quarter 
of last year. : 

Deaths from malignant disease numbered 480, and the death-rate from that 
cause was 113 per 100,000. These deaths are 45 less than in the previous 
quarter, but 18 more than in the second quarter of last year. The death-rate 
is 12 below that of the previous quarter, but 4 above that of the second 
quarter of last year, 
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Deaths from pneumonia numbered 660, and are 237 fewer than in the: 


previous quarter, and 28 fewer than in the second quarter of last year. The 
equivalent annual death-rate from this cause amounted to 155 per 100,000, 
and is 58 below that of the previous quarter, and 7 below that of the second 
quarter of last year. 

Deaths from bronchitis numbered 421, the equivalent annual death-rate 
being 99 per 100,000. These deaths are 299 fewer than in the previous 
quarter, and 15 fewer than in the corresponding quarter of last year. This 
death-rate is 72 less than that of the previous quarter, and 4 less than that of 
the second quarter of last year. 

Deaths from diseases and accidents of pregnancy ae childbirth numbered 
96: they are 23 more than in the previous quarter, and 16 more than in the 
second quarter of last year. 

Deaths of children of less than one year old numbered 1317. Births 
registered in the eight towns during the quarter numbered 11,951, and thus 
the infantile mortality amounted to 110 per thousand births, a rate which is 
17 less than that of the previous quarter, but 2 more than that of the 
second quarter of last year. The infantile mortality-rate of the quarter 
ranged from 133 in Paisley, and 121 in Aberdeen, to 82 in Leith. In 
Dundee it was 116, in Glasgow 110, in Edinburgh 110, in Greenock 91, 
and in Perth 91. 

Deaths of children of less than five years old numbered 2244, and constituted 
31:5 per cent. of the total deaths of the month. Those of persons of over 
sixty-five numbered 1600, and constituted 22-4 per cent. of the total. The 
former are 161 fewer than in the previous quarter, and 192 fewer than in the 
second quarter of last year. The latter are 332 fewer than in the previous 
quarter. 

Deaths from violence in the eight towns numbered 258; they are 33 fewer 
than in the previous quarter, but 19 more than in the corresponding quarter 
of last year. 


WEATHER. 


The Meteorological Returns which appear in the Registrar-General’s Monthly 
Reports, and which refer more particularly to observations made in the eight 
Principal Towns enumerated above, show that April was characterised by a 
slightly high mean pressure ; a slightly high mean temperature, with a slightly 
low mean daily range; a slightly low mean rainfall; and an excess of winds 
from a Northerly and also from a South-westerly quarter. May was characterised 
by a slightly high mean pressure; an extremely high mean temperature, 
with a rather high mean daily range; a slightly low mean rainfall; and an 
excess of winds from an Easterly and also from a South-westerly quarter. 
June was characterised by a slightly low mean pressure; a slightly high mean 
temperature, with a rather large mean daily range; a mean rainfall equal to 
the normal ; and a slight excess of winds from N. and N.W. 

Observations made throughout Scotland show that the mean height of the 
barometric column, reduced to sea-level and 32° Fahr., was 29°919 inches in 
April, 29:966 inches in May, and 29°931 inches in June. The mean 
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temperature for the quarter was 50°°3, being 1°°7 above the average mean tempera- 
ture for the corresponding quarter of the past ten years. The mean temperature 
was 43°°9 in April, 52°°1 in May, and 54°°9 in June. The absolutely highest 
temperature recorded in April was 67°, in May 83°, and in June 85", . 
The absolutely lowest temperature recorded in April was 12°, in May 27°, 
and in June 28°. The mean number of days on which rain fell was 17 
in April, 11 in May, and 11 in June. The mean amount collected was 2°91 
inches in April, 2°26 inches in May, and 2°60 inches in June.

Tux Report is based on observations made, morning and evening, at Stations of the 
Scottish Meteorological Society, and at some additional stations whose returns are 
included by the courtesy of the Meteorological Office. The total number of contributing 
stations is 74. For list of Observers, see page 64. 


SUMMARY OF OBSERVATIONS. 


In Table I., the means for the various elements are the arithmetical means of the 
values at all the contributing stations. That for rainfall does not represent the whole 
country in a quite satisfactory manner, as stations are more numerous in dry districts 
than in wet districts: the figures, however, are fairly comparable with the corresponding 
figures given for former years. 

Table II. refers to eight of the principal towns only (v. page 6), and is extracted from 
the Monthly Reports alr eady published by the Registrar General for Scotland.

And when the figures in Table I. and those of wind-direction in Table II. are 
compared with the averages for 1856-1905, during the same months, they show the 
following characteristics and differences :— 

April 1911—Mean Barometric Pressure, 29919 inches; greater than the average 
Mean Temperature, 43°°9 ; less by 0° 2, [by 0°036 inch. 
Mean Daily Range of Temperature, 130 Messtoy 15. 

Rain, Number of Days, 17 ; greater by 2 days. 

Rain, Depth in Inches, 2 1; greater by 0°64 inch. 

Wind, Direction of: a 2 days’ excess of winds from N. and N.E., and a 3 days’ 
excess of winds from 8.W. and W. 

May 1911—Mean Barometric Pressure, 29°966 inches; greater than the average 
Mean Temperature, 52°°1 ; greater by 3°'1. [by 0-022 inch. 
Mean Daily Range of Temperature, 17°°0; greater by 1°°5.

June 1911—Mean Barometric Pressure, 29°931 inches; less than the average by 
Mean Temperature,.54°:9 ; being the normal.

April 1911.—The month was characterised by a slightly high mean pressure ; a frac- 
tionally low mean temperature, with a small mean daily range ; a rather high mean rain- 
fall; and an excess of winds from a Northerly and also from a South- -Westerly quarter. 

The mean pressure was 29°919 ins., or 0:036 in. above the normal. Until about 
14th there was a continuance of the steady high pressure conditions which had prevailed

during the latter half of March, but thereafter fluctuations were considerable, with 
somewhat low readings about 19th and 27th. At Leith the extremes at sea-level were 
30°519 ins. on 5th and 29°185 ins. on 27th. 

The mean temperature was 43°-9, or 0°2 below the normal, and the mean daily 
range was somewhat small, with the days 0°9 below and the nights 0°°6 above their 
respective averages. A considerable number of stations had a slight temperature excess. 
Early in the month, with winds from North and North-East, decidedly cold weather 
was experienced with lowest readings for the month very generally between 4th and 
6th. The days at this time were unusually cold, though warmer in Scotland than in 
the South of England, and on 5th the thermometer at Edinburgh failed to reach 40°. 
After the first ten days or so, with winds as a rule from South-West, temperature was 
frequently above the normal, and the fourth week of the month was very generally 
about 7° or 8° warmer than the first. Highest readings occurred about 13th or 22nd, 
the actual highest being 67° at Smeaton on 22nd, whilst the lowest was 12° at 
Leadhills on 6th. 

The mean rainfall was 2°91 ins., or 24 per cent. above the normal, and, as 
in March, there was a marked contrast between conditions in the East and those else- 
where. In the Eastern counties there was a deficiency, with aggregates of less than one 
inch, representing less than half the normal, at Dundee, Perth, and Cupar. Elsewhere 
there was as a rule a decided excess, with more than 10 ins. at Glenquoich and other 
stations in the hilly region to the West of the Caledonian Canal, and as much as 17 ins. 
at Loan, near the head of Loch Hourn. Drumlanrig and Inveraray had about twice 
their normal amounts, and several widely-scattered stations such as Stornoway, Fort 
William, Paisley, and Cargen, an excess of 50 per cent. or more. The dry conditions of 
March continued in nearly all districts until about 14th, that is throughout the period 
of high pressure referred to above, and thereafter decidedly wet weather occurred, 
except in Eastern districts, until about the close of the month. Extremely heavy 
individual falls were confined to one or two districts, but Glenquoich had 2 ins. on 21st, 
and 1 in. or more on 15th, 17th, 22nd, and 28rd. At the other extreme Dundee had 
falls exceeding one-tenth of an inch on 24th and 25th only, about half of the month’s 
small total of 0°78 in. being accounted for on these two days. 

During the first week there were falls of snow and hail, and during the third the 
weather was at times stormy. Bright sunshine was decidedly below the average, and 
towards the North-West the amounts were much below those recorded in March. Fog 
in moderate amounts around the Northern coasts between 21st and 25th. Thunder 
reported at Balmoral on 18th, at Kinguesie on 19th, at Poltalloch on 21st, at Fort 
William on 24th, and near Dumfries on 29th, Aurora observed at Stornoway on 8th. 

May 1911.—The month was characterised by a slightly high mean pressure ; 
an extremely high mean temperature, with a large mean daily range; a normal 
mean rainfall; and an excess of winds from an Easterly and also from a South- 
Westerly quarter. 

The mean pressure was 29°966 ins., or 0°022 in. above the normal. Until 3rd 
our area was affected by a rather deep depression to the far North, but thereafter 
pressure movements were very moderate, and from about 20th onwards the distribution 
was of a decidedly anticyclonic type. At Leith pressure was above 30 ins. from 6th to 
12th, from 18th to 2lst, and from 27th to 31st, and the sea-level extremes were 
30°371 ins. on 29th, and 29°385 ins. on 3rd. 

The mean temperature was 52°'1, or 3°°1 above the normal, with the days 3°°9 and 
the nights 2°°4 above their respective averages. Ata number of stations the temperature 
excess was more than 4°, and during the last 50 years a warmer May has been 
experienced in Scotland only in 1889 and 1896. The first few days were somewhat 
cold, with lowest readings for the month in most districts on Ist, but here and there on 
5th and 6th, but thereafter temperature was continuously above the average, except for 
a brief break with Northerly winds about 20th, and during the last few days the 
thermometer, especially in Western districts, reached an unusually high level for the 
time of year. The highest readings were 83° at Fort William and Balmoral on 
29th, and 82° at Ardtornish and Colmonell on 30th, and the lowest 27° at Stronvar on 
1st and at Eskdalemuir on 6th. 

The mean rainfall was 2°26 ins., or 1 per cent. below the normal, an excess in 
most Western and some Southern and Northern districts being balanced by a decided 
shortage in East, South-East, and here and there towards the North. Thus the 
differences from the normal ranged from an excess of 60 per cent. at Fort William and 
Cargen to deficiencies of more than 50 per cent. at Strathpeffer, Montrose, Dundee, 
Perth, Colinsburgh, Duns, and Kelso, where the aggregates for the; month were less than 
1 in. During the opening days some heavy falls occurred—more than 1 in. at Fort 
William, Lochbuie, Oban, and Stronvar on 1st; at Stronvar and Cargen on 3rd, when 
Leadhills had as much as 24 ins.; at Lochbuie on 5th, and at Stronvar on 6th. 
Considerable falls occurred also in many districts on 13th and 14th, and towards North- 
West on 22nd. There were however, many rainless days, and the latter half of the 
month was rainless or all but so in many districts. At Dundee and Perth falls ex- 
ceeding one-tenth of an inch occurred only on 3rd and 18th, half the month’s small 
ageregate.at these places being accounted for on these two days. 

Except during the first week or so, when Southerly winds were strong at times, 
wind force was very light. 
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Between 12th and 14th, thunderstorms occurred in many districts, and on 13th a 
heavy rainfall caused serious flooding in the Luce valley. Thunder occurred here and 
there at the end of the month also. 

Large amounts of sunshine were recorded, and the month was in general the 
sunniest May since 1900, though at Stornoway May 1910 was at least as sunny. 

Somewhat dense fog occurred on Eastern and Northern coasts from 13th to 15th, 
and on 27th and 28th. 4 

Auroras were not reported. 

June 1911.—The month was characterised by a slightly low mean pressure; a 
normal mean temperature ; a mean rainfall practically equal to the normal; anda slight 
excess of winds from North and North-West. 

The mean pressure was 29°931 ins.,; or 0°015 in. below the normal. Pressure was 
high and fairly steady until 16th, but thereafter somewhat irregular, with considerable 
disturbances about 17th, 21st, 24th and 29th. At Leith pressure was above 30 ins. from 
1st to 11th, and from 14th to 16th, and the sea-level extremes were 30°544 ins. on 6th, 
and 29°401 ins, on 18th. 

The mean temperature was 54°:9, being the normal, the days being 0°'7 above and 
the nights 0°°7 below their respective averages. Early in the month there was a con- 
tinuance of the warm weather for which May had been remarkable, and some North- 
Western stations had for the week ending June 3rd a mean temperature from 10° to 12° 
above the normal. About the middle of the month winds from North and North-West 
caused a considerable fall of temperature, and a partial recovery was followed by cold 
weather during the last week of the month. The range of conditions was very great. 
Thus Glencarron had for the week ending June 3rd a mean temperature of 61°°7 
(or 12°-2 above the normal), but for that ending July Ist, one of only 48°°8 (or 4°°6 
below the normal). On 7th Colinsburgh reached 85° in the shade and Smeaton 84", 
whilst lowest readings occurred from 14th to 16th, with a minimum, at the reporting 
stations, of 28° in the screen at Wolfelee on 15th and at Balmoral on 16th. About that 
time severe ground frost occurred in the North, and at Carrbridge on 15th a reading of 
25° in the screen—the lowest ever recorded in Scotland in June—was accompanied by 
one as low as 17° from a thermometer exposed on the grass. 

The mean rainfall was 2°60 ins, or 3 per cent. above the normal, but the 
distribution was very irregular. Thus Forfarshire and Eastern Perthshire had a 
serious deficiency, more than 50 per cent. at Dundee ; and at Dunrobin, in the Central 
Highlands, and here and there in the West there was a shortage. On the other hand, 
in South, South-East and extreme North there was a decided excess, more than 50 per 
cent. at Wick, Nairn, Cargen and Kelso, whilst Berwickshire received more than double 
the average, with totals above any recorded in June since 1879. The drought of the 
latter half of May was prolonged during the first half of June, but from 16th to 24th 
conditions were very unsettled, with rain on every day in some districts, and the 
following well-defined rainstorms occurred. (1) On 17th in West and South, with 1 in. 
or more at Dumbarton, Paisley, Dumfries, and other stations. (2) On 21st in North- 
West and West, with 1 in. or more at Glencarron, Fort William, Greenock, and other 
stations. (3) On 24th in North, North-East and South-East, with more than I in. at 
Wick, Nairn, Aberdeen, and Edinburgh ; 2 ins. at Kelso; 2°71 ins. at Marchmont ; and 
more than 3 ins. at Duns. It is noteworthy that on this day Forfarshire received quite 
nominal falls, and that at Dundee no day during the month had as much as one quarter 
of an inch, 

Slight falls of snow occurred on the Northern Mountains about the middle of the 
month, and hail at lower levels. 

The heavy rains of the 24th were the accompaniment of a gale from North-East 
and East, and wind force was high for a day or two about that time. - 

Thunderstorms occurred at a few wide-spread stations on Ist, and were very general 
between 17th and 19th. 

The first half of the month, and especially the first week, was extremely sunny, 
with aggregates for the month above the normal. 

Fog occurred round our Northern coasts on 8th and 9th, and in East and North 
from 18th to 20th. 

Auroras were not reported. 





Note.—The averages for Temperature and Rainfall referred to in the returns 
for individual stations are for the 40 years 1866-1905, but at the stations whose 
returns are supplied by the Meteorological Office the averages are for the 35 years 
1870-1905. For stations.where the actual observations do not cover the entire period 
of 35 or 40 years, the averages have been adjusted by comparison with neighbouring 
stations. The Sunshine averages are, as a rule, for the 25 years 1881-1905, but at 
Edinburgh (Blackford Hill) for the 9 years 1901-1909. 

The amount of cloud is estimated on a scale of 0-10, and a day is reckoned as a 
day of “clear sky” if the average of the estimates at the hours of observation is less than 
2, and as an “ overcast” day if the average is greater than 8. 

The “Height of Station” is that of the cistern of the Barometer above Mean Sea-Level, 
or, where no barometer is in use, the height of the rain-gauge above Mean Sea-Level.

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Notr,—The population estimates used in this Report are based on the Census taken on the 
2nd April of this year, and on the rate of increase found in the decennial period between 
that and the previous Census. These estimates are subject to revision ata later date. 
All rates for previous quarters which are quoted in this Report have been re-calculated 
on revised estimates. 

During the quarter ending 30th September 1911 there were registered in Scot- 
land the births of 29,653 living children, the deaths of 16,138 persons, and 8434 
marriages. Compared with the number registered in the previous quarter, the 
births are 3282 fewer, the deaths 1889 fewer, and the marriages 133 fewer ; 
compared with the number registered in the third quarter of last year, the 
births are 408 fewer, but the deaths are 807 more, and the marriages 459 more. 
Compared with the average number registered in the third quarters of the 
preceding ten years, the averages being adjusted to allow for the increase of 
population, the births are 3784 fewer, the deaths 775 fewer, and the marriages 


68 fewer.

BIRTHS. 


Births registered in Scotland during the quarter numbered 29,653, and for 
them the equivalent annual birth-rate is 24:7 per thousand of the estimated 
population, a rate which is 3:0 below that of the previous quarter, 0°5 below 
that of the corresponding quarter of last year, and 3°1 less than the mean of the 
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birth-rates of the third quarters of the preceding ten years. It is the lowest 
quarterly Scottish birth-rate yet recorded, the previous lowest being that of the 
fourth quarter of last year, which was 24:9. 

In the groups of registration districts the birth-rate of the quarter ranged from 
25°7 in the Large Town Districts, to 19°8 in the Insular-Rural Districts. In the 
Small Town Districts it was 25°1, in the Principal Town Districts 25-0, and in the 
Mainland-Rural Districts 23:6. Compared with the corresponding rate of the 
third quarter of the previous year, that of the Principal Town Districts is 1:0 less, 
of the Large Town Districts 0°8 less, of the Small Town Districts 0°6 less, and 
of the Insular-Rural Districts 0°1 less, but that of the Mainland-Rural Districts 
is 0-9. more. |

In the Divisions of the Counties the birth-rate of the quarter ranged from 
27°2 in the South-Western, to 20°1 in the Northern and North-Western. 
In the West-Midland it was 24:3, in the North-Eastern 23°9, in the East- 
Midland 22-9, in the South-Eastern 22°8, and in the Southern 20°9. 

The birth-rate of the quarter in the Principal Towns ranged from 31:1 in 
Hamilton, 30°5 in Motherwell, and 29°8 in Greenock, to 20°4 in Edinburgh, 
20°5 in Perth, and 21:4 in Kirkealdy. In Coatbridge it was 28°9, in Govan 27°8, 
in Glasgow 26°6, in Dundee 24:3, in Kilmarnock 24:1, in Paisley 23°9, in Leith 
23°7, in Partick 23°5, and in Aberdeen 22°8. 

Of the total births registered during the quarter, 2151, or 7°3 per cent., were 
illegitimate. These births are 81 fewer than in the previous quarter, but are 114 
more than in the third quarter of last year. The illegitimate rate is 0°5 above 
that of the previous quarter, and the same amount above that of the third 
quarter of last year, - 

In the groups of registration districts the illegitimate rate of the quarter 
ranged from 9°3 in the Mainland-Rural Districts, to 5°8 in the Large Town 
Districts. In the Principal Town Districts it was 7°2, in the Insular-Rural 
Districts 71, and in the Small Town Districts 6°6. In the Divisions of the 
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Counties this rate varied from 12°5 per cent. in the North-Eastern, and 12-0 in 
the Southern, to 5°1 in the West-Midland. In the North-Western it was 8-2, 
in the Northern 8:0, in the East-Midland 7:2, in the South-Eastern 7:0, and in 
the South-Western 6:2. 

In the Counties this rate ranged from 13°5 in Wigtown, 13:3 in Dumfries, 
13:0 in Banff, and 12°9 in Aberdeen, to 3:5 in Dumbarton, 4°5 in Renfrew, 
and 4°8 in Clackmannan and in Stirling, In ten counties this rate exceeded 
10 per cent., in eighteen counties it was between 5 and 10 per cent., in five 
counties it was less than 5 per cent. 

Of the living children whose births were registered during the quarter, 
15,092 were male, and 14,561 female. The ratio of male to female births was 
thus 103°6 to 100. 

The average number of births registered daily in Scotland in July was 336, 
in August 314, and in September 316. 

The birth-rate of the quarter in England and Wales was 24°4 per thousand, 
which is 0:3 less than the Scottish rate. 


DEATHS. 


Deaths registered in Scotland during the quarter numbered 16,138, and for 
that number the equivalent annual death-rate is 13°4 per thousand. This rate 
is 1:8 below that of the previous quarter, and 0-7 less than the mean of the 
death-rates of the third quarters of the preceding ten years, but is 0°6 above 
the death-rate of the corresponding quarter of last year. 

In the groups of registration districts the quarterly death-rate ranged from 
145 in the Principal Town Districts, to 12°3 in the Insular-Rural Districts. In 
the Large Town Districts it was 13:1, in the Small Town Districts 12°5, 
and in the Mainland-Rural Districts 12°4. Compared with the corresponding 
rate of the third quarter of last year the death-rate of the Principal Town 
Districts is 0°8 more, that of the Large Town Districts 0°7 more, of the Small 
Town Districts 0°1 more, of the Mainland-Rural Districts 0°5 more, and of the 
Insular-Rural Districts 0°9 more. 

In the Divisions of the Counties the death-rate of the quarter varied from 
14:4 in the South-Western, and 13:4 in the South-Eastern, to 11°8 in the 
North-Western. In the Southern it was 12°8, in the East-Midland 12:6, in the 
West-Midland 12°6, in the North-Eastern 12-4, and in the Northern 12:3. 

The quarterly death-rate in the Principal Towns varied from 17°9 in 
Greenock, 16:2 in Glasgow, and 15:3 in Dundee, to 8°8 in Partick, 10°3 in 
Kirkcaldy, and 10°5 in Motherwell. In Coatbridge it was 14°7, in Perth 
14:6, in Edinburgh 14:2, in Kilmarnock 14:1, in Leith 13°9, in Aberdeen 12°9, 
in Hamilton 12°7, in Paisley 12°1, and in Govan 11°3. 

_Of the persons whose deaths were registered during the quarter, 8138 
were male, and 8000 female. The ratio of male to female deaths was thus 
101°7 to 100. 

The average number of deaths registered daily in July was 170, in 
August 174, and in September 182. 
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The death-rate of the quarter in England and Wales was 15'5, which is 2:1 


above the Scottish death-rate.

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MARRIAGES. 


Marriages registered in Scotland during the quarter now under review 
numbered 8434, and the equivalent annual marriage-rate is 7°0 per thousand. 
This rate is 0'2 below that of the previous quarter, 0°3 above that of the 
third quarter of last year, and O'l less than the mean of the death-rates 
of the third quarters of the preceding ten years. 

In the Groups of Registration Districts the marriage-rate of the quarter 
ranged from 9°2 in the Principal Town Districts, to 1°6 in the Insular-Rural 
Districts. In the Large Town Districts it was 7°3, in the Small Town Districts 
5°8, and in the Mainland-Rural Districts 4:0. Compared with the corresponding 
rate of the third quarter of last year, the marriage-rate in the Principal Town 
Districts is 0°6 more, in the Large Town Districts 0°3 more, in the Small 
Town Districts 0-1 less, in the Mainland-Rural Districts 0°3 more, but in the 
Insular-Rural Districts 0°4 less. | 

In the Divisions of the Counties the marriage-rate of the quarter varied 
from 8:1 in the South-Western, and 7°9 in the South-Eastern, to 2°4 
in the Northern, and 3:2 in the North-Western. In the East-Midland it 
was 6°5, in the North-Eastern 6:0, in the West-Midland 5:8, and in the 
Southern 5:5.

CAUSES OF DEATH IN EIGHT OF THE PRINCIPAL TOWNS. 


As nearly 36 per cent. of the population of Scotland live in eight of the 
principal towns, viz., Glasgow, Edinburgh, Dundee, Aberdeen, Paisley, Leith, 
Greenock, and Perth, it may be assumed that the causes of death found to be 
prevalent in them during the quarter are a fairly good indication of the causes 
of death generally prevalent throughout Scotland during the period. Details 
of the causes of death in the remainder of Scotland are not yet available, 
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The estimated aggregate population of the eight towns is 1,710,291. Births 
registered in them during the quarter numbered 10,595, deaths 6523, and 
marriages 4167, the equivalent annual birth-rate being 24°6, the death-rate 
15-1, and the marriage-rate 9°7. 

The death-rate of the eight towns in July was 14°5, in August 15:1, and in 
September 15:9. 

Deaths in the eight towns ascribed to the principal epidemic diseases 
during the quarter numbered 385, 167 being registered in July, 108 in August, 
and 110 in September. The equivalent annual death-rate from these causes 
for the quarter was 89 per 100,000, for July 115, for August 74, and for 
September 78. This. quarterly death-rate is 86 below that of the previous 
quarter, but 12 more than that of the corresponding quarter of last year. 
Of these 385 deaths, 4 were due to small-pox, 3 being registered in Dundee 
and 1 in Paisley; 88 to measles; 36 to scarlet fever; 154 to whooping-cough ; 
81 to diphtheria; and 22 to enteric fever, Compared with the returns of the 
previous quarter, deaths from whooping-cough are 342 fewer, and from measles 
53 fewer, but those from scarlet fever are 1 more, from small-pox 3 more, from 
enteric fever 8 more, and from diphtheria 23 more. The quarterly death-rate 
from measles was 20 per 100,000, from scarlet fever 8, from whooping-cough 
36, from diphtheria 19, and from enteric fever 5. Of the 88 deaths from measles 
61 were registered in Glasgow, 9 in Edinburgh, 8 in Leith, 5 in Aberdeen, 2 in 
Greenock, and 1 each in Dundee, Paisley and Perth. Of the 36 deaths from 
scarlet fever, 16 were registered in Glasgow, 8 in Aberdeen, 7 in Edinburgh, 
2 in Dundee, and | each in Paisley, Greenock and Perth. Of the 154 deaths 
from whooping-cough, 80 were registered in Glasgow, 26 in Edinburgh, 16 in 
Aberdeen, 14 in Dundee, 7 in Paisley, 7 in Greenock, and 2 each in Leith 
and Perth. Of the 81 deaths from diphtheria 45 were registered in Glasgow, 
9 in Edinburgh, 8 in Leith, 7 in Perth, 5 in Aberdeen, 4 in Dundee, 2 in Paisley, 
and 1 in Greenock. Of the 22 deaths from enteric fever 17 were registered 
in Glasgow, 2 in Edinburgh, 2 in Aberdeen, and 1 in Leith. 

There were no deaths from typhus fever registered in the eight towns 
during the quarter. Deaths from cerebro-spinal meningitis numbered 15; of 
them 12 were registered in Glasgow, and 1 each in Edinburgh, Dundee, and 
Greenock. 

Deaths from diarrhoea numbered 764, the death-rate from this cause being 
177 per 100,000. This death-rate in July was 76, in August 245, and in 
September 213. Of these deaths, 442 were registered in Glasgow, 90 in Dundee, 
76 in Edinburgh, 48 in Greenock, 33 in Aberdeen, 32 in Paisley, 23 in Leith, 
and 20 in Perth. Of these deaths, 646 were of children of less than two years 
old, and 118 of persons of over that age, the former being 539 more than in the 
previous quarter, and the latter 83 more. 

Deaths ascribed to tuberculous disease numbered 780 ; they are 198 fewer than 
in the previous quarter, and 13 fewer than in the third quarter of last year. 
The equivalent annual death-rate is 181 per 100,000, a rate which in July 
was 177, in August 183, and in September 184. Of these deaths 454 were 
ascribed to phthisis, 129 to tuberculous meningitis, and 92 to abdominal 
tuberculosis. The death-rate from phthisis was 105 per 100,000; it is 39 
below that of the previous quarter. 
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Deaths from malignant disease numbered 560, the death-rate from that cause 
being 1380 per 100,000. These deaths are 80 more than in the previous quarter, 
and 83 more than in the corresponding quarter of last year; of them 321 were 
ascribed to carcinoma, 24 to sarcoma, and 215 to other or unstated form of 
cancer. 

Deaths from pneumonia numbered 362; they are 298 fewer than in the 
previous quarter, and 53 fewer than in the third quarter of last year. The 
death-rate from this cause was 84 per 100,000, which is 71 below that of the 
previous quarter, and 13 below that of the third quarter of last year. 

Deaths from bronchitis numbered 183, and are 238 fewer than in the previous 
quarter, and 79 fewer than in the corresponding quarter of last year. The 
death-rate from this cause was 42 per 100,000, which is 57 below that of the 
previous quarter, and 19 below that of the third quarter of last year. 

Deaths from diseases and accidents of pregnancy and childbirth numbered 
60: they are 36 fewer than in the previous quarter, and 6 fewer than in the 
third quarter of last year. : 

Deaths of children of less than one year old numbered 1599; births 
during the quarter numbered 10,595, and thus the infantile mortality-rate 
of the quarter was 151 per thousand births, which is 41 more than in the 
previous quarter, and 30 more than in the third quarter of last year. This 
rate ranged from 222 in Perth, and 182 in Dundee, to 106 in Paisley. In 
Glasgow it was 160, in Greenock 158, in Leith 145, in Aberdeen 125, and in 
Edinburgh 123. 

Deaths of children of less than five years old numbered 2278, and constituted 
34°9 per cent. of the total, while those of persons of over sixty-five numbered 
1358, and constituted 20°8 per cent. of the total. The former are 34 more 
than in the previous quarter, and 258 more than in the third quarter of last 
year. The latter are 242 fewer than in the previous quarter, 

Deaths from violent causes numbered 294; they are 36 more than in the 
previous quarter, and 25 more than in the third quarter of last year. 


WEATHER. 


The Meteorological Returns which appear in the Registrar-General’s Monthly 
Reports, and which refer more particularly to observations made in the eight 
Principal Towns enumerated above, show that July was characterised by a 
very high mean pressure; a high mean temperature, with a very large mean 
daily range; a low mean rainfall; and a slight excess of winds from §.W. 
August was characterised by a high mean pressure ; an extremely high mean 
temperature, with a rather large mean daily range; a low mean rainfall ; and an 
excess of winds from S. and 8.W. September was characterised by a high mean 
pressure; a slightly high mean temperature, with a large mean daily range ; 
a low mean rainfall; and an excess of winds from a Westerly and also from a 
Northerly quarter. 

Observations made throughout Scotland show that the mean height of the 
barometric column, reduced to sea-level and 32° Fahr., was 30:077 inches in 
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July, 29°929 inches in August, and 29-964 inches in September.. The mean 
temperature for the quarter was 57°1, being 1°:9 above the average mean tempera- 
ture for the corresponding quarter of the past ten years. The mean temperature 
was 59°°0 in July, 59°°4 in August, and 52°°8 in September. The absolutely 
highest temperature recorded in July was 90°, in August 88°, and in September 
79°. The absolutely lowest temperature recorded was 32° in July, 35° in August, 
and 24° in September. The mean number of days on which rain fell was 16 
in July, 15 in August, and 14 in September. The mean amount collected was 
2°33 in July, 2°44 in August, and 2-15 in September.

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REPORT ON THE WEATHER OVER SCOTLAND DURING THE 
QUARTER ENDING 30th SEPTEMBER 1911.

SUMMARY OF OBSERVATIONS. 


In Table L., the means for the various elements are the arithmetical means of the 
values at all the contributing stations. That for rainfall does not represent the whole 
country in a quite satisfactory manner, as stations are more numerous in dry districts 
than in wet districts: the figures, however, are fairly comparable with the corresponding 
figures given for former years.

July 1911.—The month was characterised by an extremely high mean pressure ; a 
high mean temperature, with a large mean daily range; a low mean rainfall: anda 
slight excess of winds from S.W. 


50 7 Meteorological Report. 


The mean pressure of 30°077 ins. was 0°185 in. above the normal, and during the 
last 50 years a higher mean pressure has been recorded for July only in 1885. Until 
14th, conditions were of a decidedly high-pressure type, whilst later there were some 
moderate irregularities. At Leith the sea-level extremes were 30°618 ins. on 10th and 
29°526 ins. on 18th, and pressure there was above 30 ins. from 3rd to 15th, and on 
several days later in the month, and above 30°5 ins. from 9th to 13th. 

The mean temperature was 59°:0, or 1°°7 above the normal, the excess being largely 
due to high day temperatures, for the days were 2°°6 above the average but the nights 
only 0°°9 above. Towards the North the excess was trifling and at Wick there was a 
slight temperature deficiency. For Scotland as a whole the month was the warmest 
July since 1901, when the mean was 61°'8. Generally speaking, moderate temperatures 
early in the month, with lowest readings in many districts on 3rd, were followed by 
remarkably warm weather during the second week, conditions about the normal during 
the third week, and thereafter a moderate temperature excess. For two or three days 
about 12th very high readings occurred, and the shade maximum of 90° at Perth on 
12th has been equalled in Scotland only thrice in July since observations were organised 
more than 50 years ago—in 1908, 1901, and 1876. The lowest reading in shade was 
32° at Balmoral on 20th. The extreme range of temperature for the month was thus 
very large. 

The mean rainfall was 2°33 ins., or 25 per cent. below the normal, and, relatively © 
to the average the country showed a very wide range of conditions. Thus some South- 
Eastern stations had aggregates of less than 1 inch, and Eastern and Southern districts ~ 
generally less than half their normal rainfalls. On the other hand, some stations in 
West and North-West had decidedly high rainfalls—Bendamph (Loch Torridon) more 
than 8 ins., Loan (Glenquoich) as much as 12 ins., and Stornoway an excess of 75 per 
cent. Rather wet weather towards the North-West during the first week, with. 
moderate falls elsewhere, was followed by a rainless spell of about a week. From 
16th onwards, though there were many rainless days in East and South, conditions 
were in general unsettled, with some heavy falls about 17th, 20th and 27th. Falls 
exceeding 1 inch occurred at Bendamph on 7th, at Helensburgh on 20th, and at 
Stornoway and in Mull on 24th. Some Eastern and South-Eastern stations, such as 
Dundee and Marchmont, had no fall of as much as one-quarter of an inch on any day, 
whilst at Dumfries and other Southern stations half the month’s total was accounted 
for by a heavy fall on 27th. 

eg force was light as a rule, but gales were reported at outlying lighthouses 
on 22nd. 

Thunderstorms occurred at Gordon Castle and elsewhere on 18th; at some 
Western stations and in Fifeshire on 21st ; at Colmonell on 27th; and very widely on 
29th or 30th. 

The sunshine aggregates for the month, especially towards the North-East, were 
much above the normal, largely due to brilliant weather during the second week. 
At Aberdeen the month was the sunniest July for at least 30 years. 

Fog occurred in North and West between 4th and 8th; in North from 13th to 
16th ; and in East and North on 29th. 

Auroras were not reported. 

August 1911.—The month was characterised by a high mean pressure ; a very 
high mean temperature, with a rather large mean daily range; a low mean rainfall; 
and an excess of winds from S. and S. W. 

The mean pressure was 29°929 ins., or 0°073 in. above the normal. From about 
7th to 18th conditions were of a distinctly high-pressure type, whilst early in the month 
and more so towards the end there were considerable fluctuations of the barometer, with 

«a rapid fall on 31st. At Leith the sea-level extremes were 30°337 ins. on 14th and 
29°577 ins. on 5th, and pressure there was above 30 ins. on 2nd, 8th, from 10th to 17th, 
and on 30th. 

The mean temperature was 59°°4, or 2°°8 above the normal, the days being 3°°3 and 
the nights 2°°4 above their respective averages. At several stations the excess was fully 
4°, but at Wick only 0°'8. Considering Scotland as a whole, a warmer August has been 
experienced during the last 50 years only in 1899, though in some districts August 1893 
was at least as warm. During the first half of the month temperature was extremely 
high, the mean for the first week at Leith being as much as 6° above the normal. Later, 
conditions fluctuated somewhat, but over the Southern half of the country readings 
remained high until near the end of the month, when there was a moderate drop in 
temperature. Highest readings occurred in East and North very generally on 9th, but 
elsewhere on 13th or 17th, with light winds from N. and N.E., or on 24th or 30th. The 
actual extremes were 88° at Colmonell on 13th, and 35° at Balmoral and Logie Coldstone 
on 24th. 

The mean rainfall was 2°44 ins., or 34 per cent. below the normal. Fort William 
had an excess of about 20 per cent. and a few Western stations almost or rather more 
than their normal amounts, but over the greater part of the country there was a very 
decided shortage. Many Eastern stations had aggregates of less than 1 in. ; wide areas 
less than half their average rainfall for August; and Gordon Castle, Arbroath and 
Colinsburgh only about one-fifth of the normal. Considered generally, the month was 
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much the driest August since 1899. Moderate falls in most districts during the first 
few days were followed by a practically unbroken drought in many districts from about 
7th to 28rd, though here and there during that period considerable falls occurred 
oh some one day. From 24th onwards conditions were quite unsettled, with only 
unimportant falls in some districts, but more than 1 in. at Lerwick, Lochbuie and 
Stronvar on 24th, and at Oban on 28th. The month closed with a heavy rainstorm in 
West and South on 31st, with falls of 24 ins. at Glenquoich, Inveraray and Greenock, 
and more than 1 in. at many places. 

A South-Westerly gale was experienced on 31st. 

Thunderstorms occurred here and there on Ist or 3rd; along the fringe of the East 
coast on 9th; at a few places between 10th and 12th ; and on 24th or 28th. 

Sunshine aggregates were decidedly above the normal. 

Fog occurred along the East coast on 12th and 138th. 

An aurora was visible in Orkney and Shetland and at Stornoway on 23rd. 

September 1911.—The month was characterised by a high mean pressure; a 
mean temperature equal to the normal, with a rather large mean daily range ; a low 
mean rainfall; and an excess of winds from a Westerly and also from a Northerly 

uarter. 
e The mean pressure was 29°964 ins. or 0°098 in. above the normal. About 19th 
a large depression crossed our area, but otherwise pressure movements were moderate, 
and at times, until 18th, conditions were of an anticyclonic type. At Leith the sea-level 
extremes were 30°384 ins. on 15th, and 29-244 ins. on 20th, and pressure there was 
above 30 ins. from 2nd to 7th, on 9th and 10th, from 14th to 18th, and on 29th. 

The mean temperature was 52°°8, being the normal, and the days were 0°°6 above, 
but the nights 0°°6 below, their respective averages. The individual means were 
about the average in the North, and above it in most Eastern districts, whilst towards 
West and South there was, on the whole, a slight temperature deficiency. Early in the 
month there was a continuance of the warm weather which had been experienced with 
inconsiderable interruptions for several weeks, with highest readings as a rule on 6th 
or 7th or on 10th and 11th, though here and there between 2nd and 4th. After 11th 
conditions were irregular, and with winds from some northerly point low mght 
readings occurred on 21st and 22nd and extremely cold days at the end of the month. 
On 30th the maximum reading at many stations was below 50°. On 21st an exposed 
thermometer at Balmoral fell to 22°, and the actual extremes in shade were 79° at 
Crathes on 7th, and 24° at West Linton on 22nd. 

The mean rainfall was 2°15 ins, or 39 per cent. below the normal. In the 
extreme North and North-West rainfalls approached their average values, and at 
Glencarron there was an excess; but in general there was a wide-spread shortage. 
Many stations had less than half their average amounts and a few Eastern ones 
ageregates of less than 1 in. At Balmoral the total was only 0°42 in. and probably 
a large area in the Central Highlands had only about one-quarter of the average. At 
Dumfries the month was practically rainless until after the 18th, and in many districts 
the drought was broken during that period only about 8th or 11th ; towards the North- 
West, however, there was a moderate rainfall, and at Glencarron more than 1 in. on Ist. 
After 18th conditions were more unsettled, with falls of more than 1 in. at Glencarron 
on 19th, and at Fort William and elsewhere on 26th, and rather heavy falls towards 
the S.E. on 29th. At Edinburgh, where 0°71 in. was registered on 29th, and at 
several other stations, half the month’s total was registered on that day. 

During the last week of the month the weather was at times stormy, with hail in 
places, and falls of snow on the hills in many districts. On 30th a gale from N. and 
N.W. was experienced over the North Sea. 

A thunderstorm at Baltasound on 11th, and thunder at some Southern stations on 
that day. 

ee in the extreme North, sunshine aggregates were above the normal, 
Marchmont having 14 hour more per day than its average amount for September. 

But little fog occurred. 

An aurora visible in Orkney on 20th. 


Note.—The averages for Temperature and Rainfall referred to in the returns 
for individual stations are for the 40 years 1866-1905, but at the stations whose 
returns are supplied by the Meteorological Office the averages are for the 35 years 
1870-1905. For stations where the actual observations do not cover the entire period 
of 35 or 40 years, the averages have been adjusted by comparison with neighbouring 
stations. The Sunshine averages are, as a rule, for the 25 years 1881-1906, but at 
Edinburgh (Blackford Hill) for the 9 years 1901-1909. 

The amount of cloud is estimated on a scale of 0-10, and a day is reckoned as a 
day of “clear sky” if the average of the estimates at the hours of observation is less than 
2, and as an “ overcast” day if the average 1s greater than 8. 

The “Height of Station” is that of the cistern of the Barometer above Mean Sea-Level, 
or, where no barometer is in use, the height of the rain-gauge above Mean Sea-Level.

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REPORT. 


NorE,—The population estimates used in this Report are based on the Census taken on the 
2nd April 1911, and on the rate of increase found in the decennial period between 
that and the previous Census. These estimates are subject to revision ata later date. 
All rates for previous quarters which are quoted in this Report have been re-calculated 
on revised estimates. 

During the quarter ending 31st December 1911 there were registered in Scot- 
land the births of 28,513 living children, the deaths of 17,718 persons, and 8052 
marriages. Compared with the numbers registered in the previous quarter, the 
births are 1140 fewer, the deaths are 1580 more, and the marriages 382 fewer ; 
compared with the numbers registered in the corresponding, the fourth, quarter of 
the previous year, the births are 1192 fewer, the deaths 2 more, and the marriages 
406 more. Compared with the average numbers registered in the fourth quarters 
of the preceding ten years, the averages being corrected to allow for increase of 
population, the births are 3857 fewer, the deaths 1913 fewer, and the marriages 
98 fewer. The births registered in Scotland during this quarter are fewer than 
those registered in all quarters since the fourth quarter of 1871. The deaths are 
fewer than those registered in any fourth quarter since 1888, that of 1910 excepted.

BIRTHS. 


Births registered in Scotland during the quarter numbered 28,513, and for 
that number the equivalent annual birth-rate is 23°7 per thousand of the 
estimated population, a rate which is 1:0 below that of the previous quarter, 1-2 


below that of the fourth quarter of the previous year, and 3°3 below the mean

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of the birth-rates of the fourth quarters of the preceding ten years. It is the 
lowest quarterly Scottish birth-rate yet recorded in these reports, and that is 
since 1855. 

In the groups of registration districts the birth-rate of the quarter ranged from 
24:9 in the Large Town Districts, to 20°1 in the Insular-Rural Districts. In the 
Small Town Districts it was 24°7, in the Principal Town Districts 24-4, and in the 
Mainland-Rural Districts 20-9. Compared with the corresponding rates of the 
fourth quarter of the previous year, the birth-rate of the Principal Town Districts 
is 1'2 less, of the Large Town Districts 0°8 less, of the Small Town Districts 0°6 
less, of the Mainland-Rural Districts 2°0 less, and of the Insular-Rural Districts 
0:4 less. 

In the Divisions of the Counties the birth-rate of the quarter ranged from 
26-0 in the South-Western, to 19°5 in the Northern. In the West-Midland it 
was 23°8, in the North-Eastern 23°5, in the East-Midland 21:9, in the South- 
Eastern 21°9, in the Southern 20:0, and in the North-Western 19°8. 

In the Principal Towns the birth-rate of the quarter ranged from 30°6 in 
Coatbridge, 30°5 in Hamilton, and 29:1 in Motherwell, to 17-7 in Perth, 19°7 in 
Edinburgh, and 20°5 in Kilmarnock. In Govan it was 27-8, in Greenock 26:3, 
in Glasgow 25:9, in Paisley 25-2, in Partick 24°3, in Dundee 24:1, in Aberdeen 
23°3, in Leith 22°9, and in Kirkcaldy 22-2. 

Of the total births registered during the quarter, 2054, or 7:2 per cent., were 
illegitimate. These births are 97 fewer than in the previous quarter, and 8 fewer 
than in the corresponding quarter of the previous year. The illegitimate rate is 
O°l less than in the previous quarter, but 0°3 more than that of the fourth 
quarter of the previous year.

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In the groups of registration districts the illegitimate rate of the quarter 
ranged from 9-3 in the Mainland-Rural Districts, to 4°7 in the Insular-Rural 
Districts. In the Principal Town Districts it was 7°4, in the Small Town 
Districts 6°4, and in the Large Town Districts 5°6. In the Divisions of the 
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Counties this rate varied from 12:7 in the North-Eastern, and 10-9 in the 
Southern, to 5:2 in the Northern, and 5:7 in the West-Midland. In the South- 
Eastern Division it was 7:2, in the East-Midland 7:0, in the South-Western 6:2, 
and in the North-Western 6:1. 

In the Counties the illegitimate rate of the quarter varied from 16:4 in Elgin, 
14'5 in Wigtown, 14°3 in Nairn, and 14:1 in Berwick, to 2°8 in Shetland, 3-2 in 
Peebles, 3:4 in Sutherland, and 4:4 in Dumbarton.

The birth-rate of the quarter in England and Wales was 23:0; it was 0°7 less 
than the Scottish birth-rate. | 


DEATHS. 


Deaths registered during the quarter numbered 17,718, and for that number 
the equivalent annual death-rate is 14°8 per thousand. This death-rate is 1-4 
above that of the previous quarter, but is the same as that of the fourth quarter 
of the previous year. It is 1:5 less than the mean of the death-rates of the 
fourth quarters of the preceding ten years, and is lower than all fourth-quarter 
Scottish death-rates since 1855, that of 1910 excepted. 

In the groups of registration districts the death-rate of the quarter ranged 
from 16'0 in the Principal Town Districts, to 13:1 in the Small Town Districts. 
In the Large Town Districts it was 14°9, in the Insular-Rural Districts 14:8, 
and in the Mainland-Rural Districts 13°5. Compared with the corresponding 
rate of the fourth quarter of the previous year, that of the Principal Town 
Districts is 0-1 more, of the Large Town Districts 0°3 less, of the Small Town 
Districts 0°6 less, of the Mainland-Rural Districts 0:1 less, and of the Insular- 
Rural Districts the same. 

In the Divisions of the Counties the death-rate of the quarter ranged from 
15°6 in the North-Eastern, and 15:2 in the South-Western, to 13°8 in the West- 
_Midland, and 14:0 in the East-Midland. In the Northern it was 14°6, in the 
South-Eastern 14°5, in the North-Western 14:1, and in the Southern 14:1. 

The quarterly death-rate in the Principal Towns ranged from 18:2 in 
Aberdeen, 17-7 in Glasgow, and 16°8 in Greenock, to 9°1 in Motherwell, 9°9 in 
Partick, and 11*1 in Kilmarnock. In Dundee it was 16°3, in Edinburgh 15:6, 
in Coatbridge 15°3, in Leith 14:7, in Hamilton 14-7, in Paisley 14:1, in Kirk- 
caldy 14:0, in Govan 13°7, and in Perth 12°8. 

Of the persons whose deaths were registered during the quarter, 8854 
were male, and 8864 female, the ratio of male to female deaths being 99:9 
to 100. 

The average number of deaths registered daily in October was 183, in 
November 192, and in December 203.

The death-rate of the quarter in England and Wales was 13°6, and is 1 


less than the Scottish death-rate. 
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MARRIAGES, 


Marriages registered during the quarter numbered 8052, and for them the 
equivalent annual marriage-rate is 6°7 per thousand. This rate is 0°3 below that 
of the previous quarter, but is 0°3 above that of the fourth quarter of the 
previous year. It is 0:1 less than the mean of the marriage-rates of the fourth 
quarters of the preceding ten years. 

In the Groups of Registration Districts the marriage-rate of the quarter 
varied from 76 in the Principal Town Districts, to 3°9 in the Insular-Rural 
Districts. In the Large Town Districts it was 6°3, in the Small Town Districts 
6°6, and in the Mainland-Rural Districts 5-4. Compared with the corresponding 
rate of the previous year, that of the Principal Town Districts is 0°4 more, of 
the Large Town Districts 0°2 more, of the Small Town Districts 0:4 more, of the 
Mainland-Rural Districts 0‘1 less, and of the Insular-Rural Districts 0:7 more. 

In the Divisions of the Counties the marriage-rate of the quarter varied 
from 7:0 in the North-Eastern, South-Western, and South-Eastern, to 4°8 in the 
North-Western. In the LHast-Midland it was 6°7, in the Southern 6°5, in 
the Northern 6:3, and in the West-Midland 5:4. 

In the principal towns the marriage-rate of the quarter ranged from 8°6 in 
Glasgow and in Edinburgh, 8°3 in Aberdeen and 8:1 in Perth, to 4°4 in Paisley 
and in Hamilton and 4°8 in Partick. In Kirkcaldy it was 7-5, in Kilmarnock 
7°4, in Greenock 7:2, in Dundee 6°5, in Leith 6°4, in Coatbridge 6°1, and 5°6 in 
Govan and Motherwell. 

The average number of marriages registered daily in October was 72, in

CAUSES OF DEATH IN EIGHT OF THE PRINCIPAL TOWNS. 


As nearly 36 per cent. of the population of Scotland live in eight of the 
principal towns, viz., Glasgow, Edinburgh, Dundee, Aberdeen, Paisley, Leith, 
Greenock, and Perth, it may be assumed that the causes of death found to be

prevalent in them during the quarter are a fairly accurate indication of the causes 
of death prevalent generally throughout Scotland during the period. Details 
of the causes of death in the remainder of Scotland are not yet available. 

The estimated aggregate population of the eight towns is 1,710,291. Births 
in them during the quarter numbered 10,320, deaths 7223, and marriages 
3451. The quarterly birth-rate was thus 24:0, the death-rate 16°8, and the 
marriage-rate 8°0. The death-rate is 1-7 above that of the previous quarter, 
and 0:5 above that of the fourth quarter of the previous year. 

Deaths from the acutely infective diseases in these eight towns during the 
quarter numbered 570, 135 being registered in October, 195 in November, 
and 240 in December. The equivalent annual death-rate from these diseases 
for the quarter is 132 per 100,000, for October 93, for November 139, and for 
December 165. The quarterly death-rate from these causes is 43 more than that 
of the previous quarter, and 35 more than that of the fourth quarter of the 
previous year. Of these 570 deaths, 269 were due to measles, 65 to scarlet fever, 
87 to whooping-cough, 128 to diphtheria, and 21 to enteric fever. Compared with 
the returns of the previous quarter, deaths from whooping-cough are 67 fewer, 
and from enteric fever 1 fewer, but those from scarlet fever are 29 more, from 
diphtheria 47 more, and from measles 181 more. ‘In the previous quarter there 
were 4 deaths from small-pox ; in this quarter there were none, The quarterly 
death-rate from measles was 62 per 100,000, from scarlet fever 15, from 
whooping-cough 20, from diphtheria 30, and from enteric fever 5. Of the 269 
deaths from measles 125 were registered in Glasgow and 117 in Aberdeen. 
Of the 65 deaths from scarlet fever, 28 were registered in Glasgow and 14 
in Aberdeen. Of the 87 deaths from whooping-cough, 45 were registered in 
Glasgow and 26 in Aberdeen. Of the 128 deaths from diphtheria, 61 were 
registered in Glasgow, 16 in Dundee, 13 in Leith, and 12 each in Edinburgh 
and Aberdeen. Of the 21 deaths from enteric fever, 19 were registered in 
Glasgow and 2 in Perth. 

One death from typhus fever was registered in these towns during the 

quarter. Deaths from cerebro-spinal meningitis numbered 8, 5 being registered 
in Glasgow and 1 each in Edinburgh, Dundee, and Paisley. 
Deaths from diarrhceas numbered 239; they are 525 fewer than in the previous 
quarter, and 24 fewer than in the fourth quarter of the previous year. The 
equivalent annual death-rate is 55 per 100,000, which is 122 below that of the 
previous quarter, and 6 below that of the fourth quarter of the previous year. 
Of these deaths, 196 were of children of less than two years old, and 43 of 
persons of over that age ; the former are 450 fewer than in the previous quarter, 
and the latter 75 fewer. 

Deaths ascribed to tuberculous disease numbered 752; they are 28 fewer than 
in the previous quarter, and 15 fewer than in the fourth quarter of the previous 
year. The equivalent annual death-rate is 175 per 100,000, and is 6 less than 
that of the previous quarter, and 3 less than that of the fourth quarter of the 
previous year. In October this death-rate was 169, in November 185, and in 
December 170. Of the deaths from tuberculosis, 490 were ascribed to phthisis, 
88 to tuberculous meningitis, and 65 to abdominal tuberculosis. The death-rate 
from phthisis was 114 per 100,000, which is 9 above that of the previous quarter, 
and 5 below that of the fourth quarter of the previous year, 
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Deaths from malignant disease numbered 525, the death-rate being 122 
per 100,000. These deaths are 35 fewer than in the previous quarter, and 10 
fewer than in the fourth quarter of the previous year. Of these deaths 315 
were ascribed to carcinoma, 21 to sarcoma, and 189 to other or unspecified 
form of cancer. 

Deaths from pneumonia numbered 808; they are 446 more than in the 
previous quarter, and 50 more than in the fourth quarter of the previous © 
year. The equivalent annual death-rate is 188 per 100,000, which is 104 above 
that of the previous quarter, and 12 above that of the fourth quarter of the 
previous year. 

Deaths from bronchitis numbered 591, and are 408 more than in the 
previous quarter, but 18 fewer than in the fourth quarter of the previous 
year. The equivalent annual death-rate is 137 per 100,000, which is 95 
above that of the previous quarter, but 5 below that of the fourth quarter 
of the previous year. | 

Deaths from diseases and accidents of pregnancy and childbirth numbered 
61; they are 1 more than in the previous quarter, but 1 fewer than in the 
corresponding quarter of the previous year. 

Deaths of children of less than one year old numbered 1551; births 
during the quarter numbered 10,320, and thus the infantile mortality-rate 
was 150 per thousand births. ‘Lhis rate is 1 below that of the previous quarter, 
but 24 above that of the fourth quarter of the previous year. It ranged from 
199 in Aberdeen, where there was an epidemic of measles, to 81 in Perth. 
In Glasgow it was 158, in Dundee 154, in Edinburgh 134, in Leith 124, in 
Greenock 122, and in Paisley 97, 

Deaths of children of less than five years old numbered 2436, and constituted 
33°7 per cent. of the total deaths of the quarter, while deaths of persons of 
over sixty-five numbered 1541, and constituted 21:3 per cent. of the total. 
The former are 158 more than in the previous quarter, and 302 more than 
in the fourth quarter of the previous year. The latter are 183 more than in the 
previous quarter. 

Deaths from violence numbered 350; they are 56 more than in the 
previous quarter, and 92 more than in the fourth quarter of the previous year ; 
of them 18 were attributed to suicide and 1 to homicide. 


WEATHER. 


The Meteorological Returns which appear in the Registrar-General’s Monthly 
Reports, and which refer more particularly to observations made in the eight 
Principal Towns enumerated above, show that October was characterised by a 
high mean pressure ; a rather low mean temperature, with a somewhat large mean 
daily range; a slightly low mean rainfall ; and a large excess of winds from 
a north-easterly quarter. November was characterised by an extremely low 
mean pressure; a mean temperature practically equal to the normal, with a 
fractionally low mean daily range ; a high mean rainfall ; and an excess of winds 
from a north-easterly quarter, and also from S. and S.W. December was 


characterised by an extremely low mean pressure; a high mean temperature, 
* 
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with a slightly low mean daily range; a high mean rainfall; and a large excess 
of winds from a south-westerly quarter. 

Observations made throughout Scotland show that the mean height of the 
barometric column, reduced to sea-level and 32° Fahr., was 29-918 inches in 
October, 29°589 inches in November, and 29°490 inches in December. The mean 
temperature for the quarter was 42°:3, being 0°2 below the average mean tempera- 
ture for the corresponding quarter of the last ten years. The mean temperature 
in October was 45°°5, in November 40°°5, and in December 40°°9. The 
absolutely highest temperature recorded in October was 66°, in November 58", 
and in December 58°. The absolutely lowest temperature recorded in October 
was 15°, in November 18°, and in December 21°. The mean number of days 
on which rain fell was 15 in October, 21 in November, and 26 in December. 
The mean amount collected was 3°08 inches in October, 5°65 inches in November, 
and 6°26 inches in December.

REPORT ON THE WEATHER OVER SCOTLAND DURING THE 
QUARTER ENDING 31st DECEMBER 1911, 


By A. Wart, M.A., F.R.S.E., under the Direction of the Council of the Scottish 
Meteorological Society. 


THE Report is based on observations made, morning and evening, at Stations of the 
Scottish Meteorological Society, and at some additional stations whose returns are 
included by the courtesy of the Meteorological Office. The total number of contributing 
stations is 73. For list of Observers, see page 64. 


SUMMARY OF OBSERVATIONS, 

In Table I., the means for the various elements are the arithmetical means of the 
values at all the contributing stations. That for rainfall does not represent the whole 
country in a quite satisfactory manner, as stations are more numerous in dry districts 
than in wet districts: the figures, however, are fairly comparable with the corresponding 
figures given for former years. 

Table II. refers to eight of the principal towns only (v. page 6), and is extracted from 
the Monthly Reports already published by the Registrar General for Scotland,

October 1911.—The month was characterised by a high mean pressure ; a rather 
low mean temperature, with a somewhat large mean daily range; a rather low mean 
rainfall ; and a large excess of winds from a North-Easterly quarter. 

The mean pressure was 29°918 ins. or 0°104 in. above the normal. Until about 
18th pressure was high and steady, but thereafter fluctuations were considerable and 


~ 
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the weather over our area was controlled by a succession of low pressure systems, of 
which one arriving off the North of Scotland on 29th was of considerable depth. At — 
Leith the sea-level extremes were 30°583 ins. on 10th and 29°042 ins. on 22nd, and 
pressure there was above 30 ins. from Ist to 19th. 

The mean temperature was 45°'5, or 1°°1 below the normal, the days being 0°°6 and 
the nights 1°°5 below their respective averages. A considerable number of stations 
différed but little from the average, but at Nairn, where readings were continuously low, 
there was a deficiency of as much as 2°°8._ Roughly speaking, with frequent winds from 
the North, temperature was on the whole below the average except during the third 
week, when, with winds from a Southerly point, there was in most districts a well-defined 
excess, Highest readings occurred on varying dates,—during the second week in 
Southern and Central districts, but very generally between 15th and 21st. Towards the 
end of the month considerable fluctuations took place. Early on 29th very low readings 
occurred, but there was a rapid recovery of temperature, and at Greenock both the 
highest and the lowest readings of the month were recorded on that day. The actual 
extremes were 66° at Colmonell on 17th and 15° at Balmoral on 29th. 

The mean rainfall was 3°U8 ins,, or 24 per cent. below the normal. At Edinburgh 
and towards the South-East of Scotland amounts were fully equal to the average, but in 
most districts there was a shortage, very decided towards North-West and North. 
Glencarron had only one-third of the average, and Fort William, Wick, and Deerness 
only about one-half. At Dumfries no rain fell until 18th, and in many districts, except 
for moderate falls on 2nd, the month was practically rainless until that date. Thereafter 
an extremely unsettled type of weather set in with falls exceeding one inch at Colmonell 
on 21st and at Aberdeen on 23rd, and on 29th very heavy amounts with a South- 
Westerly gale. Carsphairn and Glenquoich on that day recorded more than 3 inches, 
and many widely scattered stations such as Langholm, Dalbeattie, Greenock, Inveraray, 
Stronvar and Ballachulish, more than 2 inches, At some Eastern stations, however, only 
small amounts were recorded on 29th, but somewhat heavy falls on the following day. 

Wintry weather occurred on several days towards the close of the month, with snow 
towards the North and on the Borders. On 29th a violent South-Westerly gale was 
everywhere experienced, and the heavy rains which accompanied it caused flooding in 
many districts. 

A thunderstorm on 30th in some Western and Southern districts, and at West Linton. 

Sunshine amounts were at many places below the normal, but Fortrose, Nairn, Oban, 
Helensburgh, Turnberry and Comlongon had aggregates of 100 hours or more.

November 1911.—The month was characterised by an extremely low mean 
pressure ; a slightly low mean temperature, with a slightly low mean daily range; a 
high mean rainfall ; and an excess of winds from a North-Easterly quarter and also from 
South and South-West. 

The mean pressure was 29°589 ins., or 0:245 in. below the normal. Until about 18th 
conditions remained of a very unsettled South-Westerly type, with pressure on several 
days below 29 ins. The deepest depressions occurred on 4th and 5th, with a reading of 
28°09 ins. at Lerwick on 5th. From 19th onwards winds were as a rule from a Northerly 
or Easterly point and pressure was steadier, though fluctations were considerable about 
27th. At Leith pressure at sea-level reached 30 ins. only from 23rd to 26th and on 
29th and 30th, and fell below 29 ins. on 5th, 18th, and 19th ; the extremes there were 
30°290 ins. on 29th, and 28°630 ins. on 5th. 

The mean temperature was 40°°5, or 0°-4 below the normal, the days being 0°°7 and 
the nights 0°'2 below their respective averages. A considerable number of stations had 
a slight temperature excess, but at Fort William and Glencarron there was a deficiency 
of more than 2° and at Nairn of more than 3°. In general temperature fluctuations 
were not of a striking character. Rather high day readings occurred about 5th, and 
round the middle of the month temperature was above the average except in Northern 
districts. From 9th to 11th and about 21st there were brief visitations of frost, and 
during the latter part of the month, with Northerly and Easterly winds, decidedly cold 
weather was experienced. At Glencarron the week ending 25th had a mean temperature 
more than 7° below the average. The extreme temperatures experienced were 58° at 
Helensburgh on 14th and 18° at Leadhills on 21st. 

The mean rainfal! was 5°65 ins., or 49 per cent. above the normal. At Glencarron 
the amount was just equal to the average, and in the extreme South-West there was a 
slight shortage, but most districts experienced a decided excess, and Kingussie, Fort 
Augustus, Tillypronie and Gordon Castle had twice the average. At Nairn the aggregate 
was as much as two and a half times the average and much the largest for November on 
record, though there were in reality many fine days. During the first week rain was 
almost continuous in some districts, and Stronvar had as many as five days during that 
period with falls of one inch or more. At Glenquoich 54 ins. fell between 8rd and 5th. 
For several days around the middle of the month much rain was again experienced,— 
fully 1 inch at Poltalloch on 14th and at Gordon Castle and Glencarron on 15th ; about 
1} in. at Nairn and Fort Augustus on 16th ; and on 17th, 1°65 in. at Colinsburgh, with 
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fully 1 in. at Balmoral, Arbroath and Marchmont. At Nairn the aggregate fall for 15th 
and 16th was about 24. ins., or more than the normal amount for the whole month of 
November. From 20th onwards there were many fine days, with moderately heavy falls 
on North-East and South-East on 21st and here and there about 27th. 

From 38rd to 5th very stormy weather was experienced. On 5th considerable 
damage was dene by a strong South-Westerly gale of a peculiarly squally character, and 
in districts the combination of heavy rainfall and unusually high tides caused destructive 
flooding. Later, conditions were at times very unsettled, with snowstorms in the North. 

Thunderstorms occurred from Ist to 5th, except in Eastern districts,—at Fort 
William on 2nd, 3rd and 4th. 

Sunshine aggregates were above the normal in the West, at Stornoway greatly so, 
but deficient at Edinburgh and Aberdeen. 

Auroras visible at Aberdeen and elsewhere on 13th, and at Gordon Castle on 16th. 

December 1911.—The month was characterised by an extremely low mean pressure ; 
a high mean temperature, with a slightly low mean daily range ; a high mean rainfall ; 
and a large excess of winds from a Southerly quarter. 

The mean pressure was 29°490 ins. or 0°290 in. below the normal. In December 
1901 the mean was 29°478 ins., and these are the lowest pressures experienced in December 
since 1876. With low pressure systems constantly arriving off our Western coasts from 
the Atlantic pressure was extremely irregular, with lowest readings on 11th and 24th. 
At Leith pressure at sea-level fell below 29 ins. on 11th and reached 30 ins. only on 31st, 
the extremes there being 307176 ins. and 28°667 ins. 

The mean temperature was 40°-9, or 2°°8 above the normal, the days being 2°°5 and 
the nights 3°°2 above their respective averages. The excess was everywhere well- 
marked—as much as 4°'1 at Glencarron. Early in the month temperature was on the 
whole below the average, but from about 10th onwards, with winds persistently from 
some Southerly point, almost continuously above. The third week was unusually mild, 
with a mean temperature from 4° to 6° above the average, and in several districts the 
weather at that time was the mildest experienced since the third week of October. 
Highest readings occurred at most stations on 18th, though here and there on 31st, but 
they were in no way remarkable. Lowest readings were registered about 4th or 8th, or 
else about 23rd or 25th. The actual extremes were 58° at Fort Augustus on 18th and 
21° at Balmoral on 8th. At. the close of the month a mild South-Westerly type of 
weather still prevailed. | 

The mean rainfall was 6:26 ins., or 52 per cent. above the normal. Edinburgh 
had just about its average amount, and in some Northern districts there was a slight 
‘shortage. In many districts, however, the month was the wettest December for ten or 
fifteen years, and at Poltalloch it was the wettest for at least 40 years, rain falling there 
‘and at other Western stations on every day of the month. Several stations had aggre- 
gates of more than 10 ins, ; Ardtornish (on the Sound of Mull) 163 ins. ; and Loan, near 
Glenquoich, as much as 214 ins. Poltalloch, Colmonell and Cargen had twice, and 
Kingussie two and a half times, the average. At the other extreme Fortrose had only 
1:70 in, In many districts the month was the wettest of the year. Falls of 1 in. or 
over occurred at Stronvar and Leadhills on 2nd ; at Greenock and other Western stations 
on 6th and 8th; in the South of Scotland on 10th ; here and there on 18th ; and at Crieff 
on 23rd. At Crathes on 15th as much as 2°03 ins. was registered. On the other hand, 
in North and South-East there were many rainless days—at Dunrobin and Fortrose as 
many as 17, and at Nairn there were only 3 days and at Edinburgh only 2 with as 
much as one-quarter of an inch. 

As already stated, the month was remarkable for its mildness. Snowfalls were 
unimportant except on one or two days in the North, and the only touch of generally 
wintry weather occurred about 9th. Whilst wind force in general was high, there were 
many sheltered districts in which gales did not occur. At outlying places, however, 
moderate gales were rather frequent, at Wick and at Castlebay (Barra) on 13 days. 

A thunderstorm on 17th at Crathes, Stronvar, and in the West. 

Sunshine aggregates as a rule differed little from the normal, but were above the 
average around the Moray Firth and in Orkney. 

On many parts of the coast no fog occurred, but there was a little in the Hast now 
and then and a good deal in the Firth of Forth between 27th and 29th. 

Auroras visible at one or more stations on 6th, 11th, 13th, 14th, 17th and 26th. 





Note.—The averages for Temperature and Rainfall referred to in the returns 
for individual stations are for the 40 years 1866-1905, but at the stations whose 
returns are supplied by’ the Meteorological Office the averages are for the 35 years 
1870-1905. For stations where the actual observations do not cover the entire period 
of 35 or 40 years, the averages have been adjusted by comparison with neighbouring 
stations. The Sunshine averages are, as a rule, for the 25 years 1881-1905, but at 
Edinburgh (Blackford Hill) for the 9 years 1901-1909. | 

The amount of cloud is estimated on a scale of 0-10, and a day is reckoned as a 
day of “clear sky” if the average of the estimates at the hours of observation is less than 
2, and as an “ overcast” day if the average is greater than 8. 
| The “Height of Station” is that of the cistern of the Barometer above Mean Sea-Level, 

or, where no barometer is in use, the height of the rain-gauge above Mean Sea-Level.
